I* or while work ex p erience 
p rogram s and job cou nseling in 
the higher school hav e been 
arou nd for y ears, the emp hasis 
now is on p rep aring child ren to 
face the realities of life from 
the time they enter k ind ergar­ 
ten. 
I he realities of life, for most 
p eop le mean earning a liv ing 
by work ing. 
Consid er th ese facts fu r­ 
nished by the Marin Cou nty 
Schools Office: 
Eighty p er cent of any high 
school’s cu rricu lu m is aimed at 


fou r-y ear college entry req u ire­ 
ments. 


Eighty -eight p er cent of av ail­ 
able jobs tod ay in the United 
States d o not req u ire a college 
d egree. 


By 1990 the 8 0 p er cent of jobs 
that d on't req u ire a d egree will 
req u ire some k ind of technical 
training. 
Du ring the nex t d ecad e the 
job m ark et will p rov id e 5 .000 
new sk ills that d on't ev en ex ist 
tod ay . 
Nearly 2.5 million stu d ents in 
the United States leav e formal 
ed u cation each y ear withou t 
ad eq u ate career p rep aration. 
In a d etermined assau lt on 
these inconsistencies, ed u cation 
au thorities all ov er the cou ntry 
are work ing on a battle p lan 
called Career E d u cation.' 
In M arin Cou nty it tak es 
many forms, from the rev ital­ 
ized Marin Cou nty Jnd u stry -Ed - 
u cation 
Cou ncil 
wh ich h as 
ad op ted the su bject as its main 
thru st, 
to teach ers who are 
being tau ght throu gh in-serv ice 
training to mak e k ind ergarte­ 
ners aware of their p arents’ 
jobs. 


High schools and the College 
of Marin and the cou nty schools 
office’s regional occu p ation p ro­ 
gram offer a wid e range of 
v ocational sk ills, from au to 
shop to 
boat 
bu ild ing, from 
cosmetology to d ental assisting. 
And , increasingly , resid ents of 
th e com m u nity with sp ecial 
k now led ge or ex p erience or 
sk ills, are called u p on to con­ 
tribu te those assets. 


The cou nty schools office em ­ 
p loy s two career cou nselors, 
Marcia Greil and Caroly n Hor­ 
an. In line with the new think ­ 
ing, Mrs. Greil isn't an ed u ca­ 
tor. bu t a former emp loy ment, 
cou nselor. Mrs. Horan work ed 
in p ersonnel for an electronics 
firm. 


T h e y 're v ery e nth u sia stic 
abou t all th a t’s going on in the 
cou nty , from the su ccessfu l ca­ 
reers conferences sp onsored by 
the Ind u strv -Ed u cation Cou ncil, 
to the way emp loy ers and u n­ 
ions are help ing in the v entu re. 
“ Hop efu lly , we'll get to the 
point some d ay where all the 
schools’ cu rricu la will tie into: 
What d oes this mean to v ou .”

Truman Mourned, Praised 
By Political Friends, Foes

Political friend and foe alik e 
mou rned the d eath of H arry S 
Tru m an tod ay and p raised the 
■ former Presid ent for the cou ra-, 
geou s lead ership he p rov id ed 
the American p eop le. 
Presid ent Nix on said from 
Key Biscay ne. Fla., that Tru ­ 
man will "be remembered as 
one of the most cou rageou s 
Presid ents' in ou r history , who 
led the nation and the world 
throu gh a critical p eriod with 
ex cep tional v ision and d eterm i­ 
nation.” 
Ly nd on B. Johnson, now the 
cou ntry 's only liv ing ex -Presi- 
d ent, said of his fellow Demo­ 
crat: "A 2(Jth centu ry giant is 
gone." 
“ Few men of any times ev er 
shap ed the world as d id the 
m a n from I nd e p e nd e nc e . ’’ 
Joh nson com m ented . “ P re s i­ 
d ent Tru m an p resid ed ov er the 
d estiny of this centu ry d u ring 
one of its most tu rbu lent eras, 
nev er flinching in the face of 
cru cial national ch oices... 
"He had his critics and d e­ 
tractors. bu t history is ju st and 
H arry Tru m an will liv e on in 
the memory of free p eop le as 


one of the greatest men to lead 
freed om's cau se.” 
Vice Presid ent Sp iro T. Ag- 
new said of the man who serv ed 
as v ice p resid ent in the final 
d ay s of the Roosev elt e ra : 
“ Presid ent Tru man mad e great 
and d ifficu lt d ecisions affecting 
the cou rse of hu man ev ents and 
he mad e them alway s in the 
larger interest of the nation and 
its p lace in the world commu ni­ 
ty . . . His p lace in history is 
secu re: ho stand s tall among 
world lead ers.” 
Sp eak er Carl Albert said Tru ­ 
man "was a p eop le's Presid ent, 
a man who alway s was himself 
and a man with whom ev ery 
citizen cou ld 
id entify . 
Harry 
1 ru man was Presid ent when I 
came to Congress and I will be 
ete rnally 
gratefu l 
for 
his 
thou ghtfu lness and wise cou n­ 
sel. He was one of (he finest 
men I hav e ev er k nown." 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers p aid tribu te to Tru m an 
for his international lead ership 
in World War II and Cold War 
era. 
“ The monu ments to his wis­ 
d om and hu manity su rv iv e in 
the restored v itality of nations 


p eo- 


d emolished by war, in a great 
p eacetime alliance of wartime 
allies, and in the h earts of once 
th reatened bu t still free 
p ies. " Rogers said . 


Members of the Senate, no 
m atter what their p olitical p er- 
su asian. similarly eu logized the 
d ead Missou rian. 


Senate 
R ep u blican le a d e r 
Hu gh Scott said : “ We hav e lost 
a great statesm an and a fine 
man. He brou ght to the p resi­ 
d ency zeal, d ed ication and a 
lov e of cou ntry which u p lifted 
the mood of the nation.” 
Hou se GOP lead er Gerald R. 
Ford commented : "H arry Tru ­ 
man was su bjected to mu ch 
criticism while be occu p ied the 
White Hou se bu t historians will 
su rely v iew him as one of the 
most cou rageou s men ev er to 
lead the American p eop le." 
Sen. Henry M 
Jack son. D- 
Wash.. who serv ed in Congress 
with Tru man, noted the form er 
Presid ent had the resp onsibili­ 
ties of the White Hou se “ th ru st 
on him ov ernight” by the d eath 
of Frank lin D. Roosev elt.

Bess Tru man. 8 7, the form er 
chief 
ex e cu tiv e's ch ild h ood 
sweeth eart whom he m arried 
more than half a centu ry ago, 
was at their sta le ly w hite man­ 
sion at nearby Ind ep end ence 
when h er hu sband d ied . She 
had been at his bed sid e almost 
12 hou rs Christmas Day . 
Nix on ord ered a p eriod of 
national mou rning for the man 
who mad e some of this nation’s 
tou ghest and most imp ortant 
d ecisions d u ring this centu ry — 
the atomic bombing of Jap an, 
the Berlin Airlift, the d isp atch 
of U.S. troop s to Korea and 
many more. 
"Recognizing the new th reat 
to p eace th at h ad em erged 
from the ashes of war. Ik * stood 
bold ly against it with his ex ten­ 
sion of aid to Greece and Tu r­ 
k ey in 1947 — and the 'Tru m an 
Doctrine' thu s established was 
cru cial to the d efense of liberty 
to Eu rop e and the world ." Nix ­ 
on said from the Florid a White 
Hou se at Key Biscay ne. 
“ He was a fighter, who was 
at his best when the going was 
tou gh e st,” Nix on said . “ Bu t 
friend s and op p onents alik e 
were u nanimou s in resp ecting 
him for his enormou u s cou rage, 


and for the sp irit that saw him 
throu gh, wh atev er the od d s.”

The only contem p orary to 
liv e p ast Tru m an was Chinese 
lead er Mao Tse-tu ng who be­ 
came 79 on tin* d ay Tru man 
d ied . 
Tru m an 
had 
waged a 
bitter war with Mao ov er Ko­ 
rea. bu t both men liv ed to see 
relations between their nations 
begin to thaw. 
Tru man said bis tou ghest d e­ 
cision was send ing American 
troop s to Korea in a “ p olice 
action 
that k ept Commu nist 
sold iers from ad v ancing p ast 
the 38 th Parallel. He said that, 
d ecision ov ershad owed all the 
others —inclu d ing the ord er to 
d rop an atomic* bomb on Jap an. 
I'ru m an said of th e atom ic 
bomb d ecision: "It was p u rely 
a military m atter that sav ed 
thou sand s of American liv es. 
No other co urse was conceiv a­ 
ble. 
Alter that ord er, Winston 
Ch u rch ill, 
th e 
late 
B ritish 
p rime minister, told Tru m an: 
“ You . 
more than any other 
man. hav e* sav ed Western civ ili­ 
zation.” 
“The p eop le of the United 
States, and esp ecially the p ress 
of this cou ntry , hav e lost a 
great friend ," said Rand all Jes- 
sec*. a family sp ok esman. “ It is 
the wish of the family that in 
lieu of flowers, friend s mak e 
memorial d onations to the H ar­ 
ry s Tru man Library Institu te. 
Ind ep end ence. Mo., or to the 
charities of their choice." 
Nix on p roclaimed 
that 
the 
flag of the United States be 
d isp lay ed at half staff at the 
White Hou se and on all bu ild ­ 
ings. grou nd s and nav al v essels 
of the I nited States for a p eriod 
of 30 d ay s. 
Tru m an was 407 d ay s short of 
reaching his d ream of liv ing to 
age 90.

Leader Dies 


MADRAS, India (U PI) — 
Chakravarthi Rajagopalaehari, 
the last governor-general of In­ 
dia and an influential leader in 
his country's struggle for inde­ 
pendence from Britain, died 
Christmas Day. He was 94. 
He was governor-general for 
two years until he resigned in 
1950. He was the only Indian to 
hold the post. 
The cause of death was not 
announced, but R ajagopala- 
chari entered a hospital eight 
days ago for treatm ent of ure­ 
mia. 
The central government in 
New Delhi declared a one-week 
period of mourning and an­ 
nounced he would receive a 
state funeral today. 
Prim e Minister Indira Gandhi 
called Rjagopalachari's death a 
national loss.

MANILA (UPI) — An arm ed 
forces spokesman said today an 
air force C47 and its crew of 
seven is missing in the southern 
Philippines and believed shot 
dow n by Moslem rebels.

The arm ed forces spokesman

And in Moscow, for the sec­ 
ond time in four days, the 
Soviet Union urged an immedi­ 
ate end to U.S. bombing of 
North Vietnam and that a 
cease-fire agreement be signed. 
The latest statement came 
Monday from Premier Alexei 
N. Kosygin at a Kremlin meet­ 
ing with Hanoi’s ambassador to 
Moscow, Vo Thuc Dong. The 
Tass news agency quoted Kosy­ 
gin as saying: 
“ The United States bears 
grave responsibility for sense­ 


less brutalities with relation to 
the Vietnamese people who en­ 
joy the sympathy and support 
of all peace-loving forces. 
“ The U.S.S.R. government 
expects that the armed actions 
against the Democratic Repub­ 
lic of (North) Vietnam will be 
im m ediately term inated and 
that the agreement to cease fire 
and to restore peace in Vietnam 
will be signed. ” 
During last week’s raids the 
U.S. Command gave few details 
of the bombing and the reports 
of vast destruction to Hanoi and 
Haiphong came only from Com­ 
munist news agencies or from 
diplomats in Hanoi. Hanoi Ra­ 
dio reported hundreds of per­ 
sons killed and thousands made 
homeless in the raids. 
“U.S. air crews resumed op­ 
erations over North Vietnam at 
1300 hours (midnight EST Mon­ 
day) today after a 36-hour holi­ 
day standdown,” the command 
said. 
“There are no new limita­ 
tions on U.S. aircraft since the 
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bombing resumed,” a spokes­ 
man said, but declined to say 
whether this meant U.S. war- 
planes had resumed raids over 
Hanoi and Haiphong. 
U.S. pilots halted their all-out 
bombing of the North Christ­ 
mas day. The bomb halt fol­ 
lowed seven days of the heavi­ 
est raids in the history of the 
Indochina war and included B52 


missions over the Hanoi-Hai­ 
phong area for the first time. 
The North Vietnamese said 
the big Stratoforts laid down 
carpets of bombs on civilian 
areas in the capital and in other 
cities and towns. Command 
spokesmen today said Nixon’s 
order to resume the unrestrict­ 
ed raids over the North includ­ 
ed all but civilian targets.

“ Harry S Trum an was both a 
typical and an extraordinary 
A m erican ,” com m ittee vice 
president C arl M. F reem an 
co m m e n te d . “ T he c o u n try 
trusted him because it knew he 
had no other motive than the 
welfare of all its citizens.” 
Sen. Herman Talmadge, D- 
Ga., said Truman was “a man 
of courage and conviction who 
called the shots as he saw them 
and made momentous decisions 
without fear or favor in accord­ 
ance with what he believed to 
be in the best interests of the 
United States.” 
Form er Sen. Albert Gore, D- 
Tenn., calling Trum an “one of 
our co u n try ’s g re a t P re si­ 
dents,” said, “ I knew him in a 
very personal way and feel a 
personal loss with his passing.” 
Other eulogies: 
Sen. Jam es O. Eastland, D- 
Miss., who sat next to Truman 
when he first cam e to the Sen­ 
ate: “ T hroughout his public 
service, and more particularly 
as he became President, Mr. 
Trum an exhibited a form and 
courage rarely seen in national 
life.” 
Sen. Stuart Symington, a fel­ 
low Missourian w'ho served as 
Trum an’s secretary of the air 
force: “ He was a great Ameri­ 
can and a true patriot. Those 
who worked with him knew that 
to be true. And the American 
people are becoming steadily 
more conscious of that great­ 
ness."

Program 
For Deaf 
To Continue 


I-J Special Report 
SACRAMENTO — A unique 
experimental 
Marin program 
for children who are deaf or 
severely hard of hearing will 
resum e in February under a 
bill 
signed into law by the 
governor. 


The measure, AB 210 by As­ 
semblyman William T. Bagley, 
R-San R afael, continues the 
program through July, 1975, at 
an annual state cost of $17,260. 


The program, the only one in 
California, was funded for sev­ 
eral years by the federal gov­ 
ernm ent, but federal money ran 
out 
in August — forcing a 
cutback in the program. Chil­ 
dren between 18 and 36 months 
of age were picked up by a 
state program, but those be- 
tw'een six and 18 months were 
left with only minimal service 
because of the lapse of the 
federal program. They have 
been receiving donated time 
from the special teachers in the 
program . 


Bagley originally hoped to 
win passage of his bill before 
the federal money ran out, but 
the bill was bottled up for seven 
months because of a logjam in 
the Senate Finance Committee. 


The county schools office will 
resum e the full program in the 
new sem ester beginning in Feb­ 
ru a ry . according to A cting 
Asst. Supt. Edward Brennan.

approach in schools. She cited a 
program at Davidson Junior 
High School where students are 
studying transportation jobs. 
“They got hold of all the 
m aterials used by different 
committees for the Marin Coun­ 
ty Balanced T ransportation 
Study,” explained Mrs. Wein­ 
heimer, “ Resources speakers 
are coming in and explaining 
their jobs, and the kids are 
going right into how you set up 
a transportation business.” 
The students will spend a 
typical commute day, she add­ 
ed, traveling to and from San 
Francisco on the Golden Gate 
commute buses, on a one-to-one 
basis with adults. 
Carolyn Horan described an­ 
other fourth grade: “The kids 
wanted to learn about careers 
with pets. The teacher went in 


the immediate radius of the 
school and found businésses re­ 
lating to pets — a pet store, a 
veterinary clinic, a stable, a 
kennels, and a dog grooming 
parlor.” 
The children visited the busi­ 
nesses, she said, and quizzed 
employes and owners on their 
work, and their earnings. Then 
they did “pet m ath” (using 
what they’d learned from cash 
registers and professional bill­ 
ing) and “pet” writing. 
Potential careers are organ­ 
ized in “clusters” . . .according 
to the U.S. Office of Education 
the entire world of work is 
included in these fifteen clus­ 
ters: business and office, m ar­ 
keting and distribution, commu­ 
n i c a t i o n s 
a n d 
m e d i a , 
construction, m anufacturing, 
transportation, agri-business 
and natural resources, marine 
science, environmental control, 
public services, health, hospi­ 
tality and recreation, personal 
services, fine arts and humani­ 
ties, consumer and homemak- 
ing-related. 


A 14-year-old, ideally, would 
be heading to one specific clus­ 
ter, if not one particular job. 
“ We want to train not for 
specifics, but for transferable 
skills,” explained Mrs. Horan.

Lead Hails Of Congress 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -^Some 
attribute it to weariness after a 
long political year. Whatever 
the reason, no one seems to be 
putting up much of a fight for 
leadership posts in Congress 
this year. 


Except for some vacancies 
stemming from death and de­ 
feat, the 93d Congress appears 
likely to open with about the 
same leaders as last year. 
In the House, the only an­ 
nounced challenger for the job 
of Speaker Carl Albert of Okla­ 
homa is Rep. John Conyers Jr. 
of Michigan, a liberal black. 


Though there has been some 
grumbling about Albert’s lead­ 
ership, Conyers’ challenge is 
regarded as more symbolic 
than real. There has been talk 
that Rep. Morris K. Udall of 
Arizona might seek the speak­ 
er’s job. But the feeling is that 
once Rep. Wilbur D. Mills made 
it clear he was not interested in 
that post, Albert became a sure 
thing. 


The death of House Demo­ 
cratic Leader Hale Boggs in an 
Alaska plane crash launched a 
race between Thomas P. (Tip) 


O'Neill Jr. of Massachusetts 
and Florida’s Sam M. Gibbons. 
O'Neill is favored to win. 


On the Republican side of the 
House, Michigan’s Gerald R. 
•Ford is not likely to be chal­ 
lenged as Republican leader. 


In the Senate, Democrats 
seemed certain to re-elect Mon­ 
tana’s Mike Mansfield as ma­ 
jority leader. He has held the 
post 12 years, longer than any 
man. By tradition, Mansfield 
also has remained chairman of 
the Democratic Policy Commit­ 
tee, Steering Committee and 
Party Caucus. 
.» 


Sen. Robert C. Byrd of West 
Virginia seemed certain to be 
re-elected as Mansfield’s assist­ 
ant. 
Senate GOP Leader Hugh 
Scott, who twice has fended off 
challenges from Tennessee’s 
Howard H. Baker Jr., may now 
be unopposed. This time Baker 
gives no indication of running 
Republican Whip Robert P. 
Griffin of Michigan seems 
equally entrenched. 
So far, Sen. John G. Tower of 
Texas and Sen Robert Taft Jr.., 
of Ohio have announced as can­ 


didates for chairman of the 
GOP Policy Committee. The 
job becomes vacant by the elec 
tion defeat of Colorado’s Gor­ 
don Allott. Both Tower and Taft 
are conservatives. It is possible 
that a liberal (perhaps Edward 
W. Brooks of Massachusetts) 
might step into that race. 


There is also a geriatric con­ 
test between Wallace F Ben 
nett (74) of Utah and Norris 
Cotton (72) of New Hampshire 
for chairman of the Republican 
Conference, which became va 
cant by the election defeat of 
Sen. Margaret Chase Smith (75) 
of Maine

All three airlines are current­

traffic.

TELECARE 


Caring For Others 
Through Daily Calls 


By MARY LEYDECKER 
At one end of the telephone 
line is a patient in .a Santa 
Venetia rest home — at the 
other is someone who lives 
alone and who is old or ill or 
both. 


The call is a daily affair, 
whether it happens to be a 
weekday, Sunday, Christmas or 
whatever. The reassuring little 
ritual is called Telecare and 
there’s a benefit for the people 
at either end of the line. 


For Fred Zimbeck, who start­ 
ed the service from his wheel­ 
chair at the Rafael Convales­ 
cent Hospital, it’s “ feeling 
needed — feeling like you’re 
doing something for someone.” 


For those at the other end of 
the line, the call may be simply 
" a daily reassurance that some- 
one cares about his welfare or 
it may, in some cases, mean 
the difference between life and 
death. 


It all started about a year ago 
when two social workers, Lou 
Norton and Elizabeth Moody, 
who had learned about such a 
program at an East Bay hospi­ 
tal, persuaded Zimbeck to start 
Telecare in Marin. 


“I was snookered into it," 
Zimbeck said with a smile. 
Zimbeck, a healthy, active 
printer until he was injured in a 
fall some years ago, soon had 
the service underway with 
some assistance from the coun­ 
ty Department of Public Social 
Services, who provide cards 
and forms, and the convales­ 
cent home, which provides a 
phone and advertising. 


Telecare is a very simple 
operation but a very personal 
one as run by Zimbeck and his 
chief assistant, a bright-eyed 
cheerful woman named Gladys 
Burke. 


Each morning at specified 
times, the pair calls everyone 
who is currently on the Tele­ 
care list, except those who have 
phoned earlier to say they 
won’t be home. 


Once a man, convalescing at 
home from double pneumonia, 
apparently got to feeling better 
and took off for Reno without 
notifying Telecare. “ By the 
time he got back, everybody 
and his brother was looking for 
him,” Zimbeck said. The man 
now phones days ahead when 
he plans to be out at calling 
time.) 


Now A Citizen 


The call consists of a brief 
chat, inquiries about health and 
some general conversation, a 
phone visit betw een two 
friends, which is what the peo­ 
ple at both ends of the phone 
soon become. 
“ You can tell from their 
voices if they’re trying to be 
evasive,” Zimbeck said. 
Mrs. Burke added, “One man 
didn't sound right so I went 
over everybody’s head and 
phoned his neice in Hayward. 
The man had had a stroke, and 
was taken to the hospital.” 
Another time Zimbeck kept a 
woman who was threatening to 
commit suicide talking on the 
phone for half an hour until 
help he had summoned could 
arrive at her house. 
Zimbeck, too, has called doc­ 
tors of cardiac patients when he 
was worried about them and 
twice the patients have been 
rushed to the hospital. 
Among the “clients” of Tele­ 
care, Mrs. Burke said, is a 
former nurse at the rest home 
who lives alone and is ill now. 
Mrs. Burke, who lived at the 
rest home for several years, 
until a few months ago, is now 
a resident of a nearby boarding 
home. She was moved when 
Medical officials decided she 
didn’t need the “level of care” 
available at the rest home, but 
she is driven to and from the 
rest home each day so she can 
continue with Telecare. 
“We’re going to train this one 
here, too,” Zimbeck said, ges­ 
turing to another patient, Gene­ 
vieve Murphy, a registered 
nurse now confined to a wheel­ 
chair. 
Mrs. Murphy started in by 
calling her own mother, who 
recently came to Marin to live 
alone in an apartment. Soon 
Zimbeck hopes Mrs. Murphy 
will be a regular addition to the 
Telecare staff. 
If the Telecare callers get no 
answer on a call, (“I always let 
it ring a long time,” Mrs. 
Burke added), they immediate­ 
ly call one of two persons 
named by the client, either 
neighbors, friends or relatives, 
who can go check. 
With their service now run­ 
ning smoothly and giving 
“more individualized attention” 
that a larger operation, Zim­ 
beck is ready for more clients. 
Those who live alone and who 
would like to be called or know 
someone who would, may con­ 
tact the volunteer office at the 
Department of Public Social 
Services at the Marin Civic 
Center, who will pass the 
names along to Telecare.

A Year Women Became More Involved In All Walks O f Life

You might call it a higher 
profile, but women were more 
involved and more visible in 
1972. perhaps than ever before. 


Political campaigns, consum­ 
er advocacy, child care pro­ 
grams and charitable projects 
helped make 1972 a year of 
heavy activity for women 


If was the year that the hard 
work and activism of women's 
equality groups began to pay­ 
off — at least a little, as some 
women got better jobs, into law 
schools and a few elevated to 
corporate boards as various 
kinds of affirmative action be­ 
gun to take at least a token 
hold. 


Women became more promi­ 
nent in places where few had 
been before — at the poiitial 
caucuses and conventions, as 
candidates, on newscasts, on 
panels and at lower and middle 
management rank. One even 
was promoted to admiral, one 
to Cabinet rank, but no woman 
made it to the Supreme Court 
despite Administration boasts 
that President Nixon has ap­ 
pointed more women to promi­ 
nent posts than any other presi­ 
dent. 
Federal affirmative action re­ 
quirements did move an almost 
infinitesimal number of women 
up — in banking, industry and 
in professional schools as sex 
discrimination barriers grudg­ 
ingly began to fade 


IT WAS a year of higher and 
higher food prices and great 
interest in “ natural” foods and 
low cost recipes. Unit pricing 
and open dating in some super­ 
markets aided the careful shop­ 
per but did nothing to lower 
prices. 


( onsumer groups continued 
to bulldog federal agencies, 
manufacturers and retailers, 
while products such as hexach- 
lorophine were branded bad- 
tor-you. After much cloth-burn­ 
ing 
at 
public hearings, 
a 
flammability law for children's 
sleep wear became a reality. 
The President's specialist on 
consumerism, Virginia Knauer, 
came dressed in red, white and 
blue with a “ pachyderm pow­ 
er 
sticker on her purse to 
headline a 
Republican spon­ 
sored consumer forum at Marin 
\ eterans Memorial Building 
which was sparsely attended 
ana left some of the audience 
muttering “ politics" and -noth­ 
ing happened." 


As the year ends, a consumer 
resource center is being set up 
by home economists at Tam 
High School to serve the South­ 
ern Marin area. 


The China thing brought Pat 
Nixon's traveling pandas to 
America and a flurry of Orien­ 
tal styles to the fore, but noth­ 
ing to rival the '72 deja vu of 
Wedgies and the shirtdress for 
women. If was a year when fur 
coats and high heels were ac­ 


cepted by super fashion con­ 
scious men. 


THE DIVORCED and single 
parent came in for much atten­ 
tion locally, with workshops 
and classes offered in unprece­ 
dented numbers, attracting 
mainly women. A dissolution 
office opened in San Rafael to 
lower fees for uncontested mar­ 
riage dissolutions. 


More women entered the 
workforce and. as usual, unem­ 
ployment rates for women re­ 
mained higher than for men. a 
continuing national trend. 


It was a political year for 
many more women than usual, 
with women running for the 
board of supervisors, city coun­ 
cil seats, and. in the case of 
Rep. Shirley Chisholm, for the 
Presidency. 
Women made a net gain of 
two seats in Congress, but long­ 
time Sen. 
Margaret Chase 
Smith of Maine went down to 
defeat leaving the Senate 100 
per cent male. 
California lost one of its three 
women in the Assembly when 
Yvonne Braithwaite Burke was 
elected to Congress and none of 
the women candidates won in 
November. 
Women mayors presided over 
city councils in Sausalito, Mill 
Valley. Cotati and Petaluma. 
For the first time, women also 
serve as mayors of Paris, 
France, and Luxembourg, and 
Jeanne Martin Cisse of Guinea

only job categories. Pacific Tele­ 
phone, the largest private em­ 
ployer of women, hired a total of 
lb women for that job. 


presides over the U.N. Security 
Council. 
Marin women were active as 
delegates in greater numbers 
than ever before as Democratic 
party rules decreed that half 
the delegations be female and 
Republican guidelines urged 
tha women be represented in 
larger number than before. 


NAMES W E R E Marin news 
lor '72: Princess Christina of 
Sweden paid a visit in October, 
Mrs. Clark Clifford was a guest 
of the Merritt Ruddocks in Bel­ 
vedere: opera stars Beverly 
Sills and Mary Costa were visi­ 
tors; Arlene Dahl arrived to 
help open the big Sears store in 
Northgate, and Mrs. Hap Ar­ 
nold came from her Sonoma 
home to be guest of honor at 
the Hamilton luncheon marking 
the 25th anniversary of the Air 
Force. 


Rita Abrams released a new 
recbrd, “ Miss Abrams and the 
Strawberry Point Children," 
with her hit “ Mill Valley" on it. 
Diarist Anais Nin talked to 
packed houses at the Redwood 
gym and the College of Marin, 
attracting an adoring younger 
generation. 
High contrast marked some 
Marin weddings this year. Dar­ 
ia Halprin and Dennis Hopper 
were married at the Halprin 
home and danced the hora on 
the deck with a handful of other 
film luminaries such as Can­ 
dace Bergen taking part. Ne­ 
braska Republican Sen. Carl T. 
Curtis wed Elizabeth Baker, 
who had assisted Dr. Shumway 
with early heart transplants, 
with Sen. Roman Hruska on 
hand for the nuptials at Christ 
Episcopal Church. 
Many couples chose outdoor 
sites and hilltop settings to re­ 
cite their marriage vows, and 
one couple chose horseback and 
another a helicopter over the 
bay. 
Alana McFarlane climbed a 
San Rafael telephone pole next 
to the I-J to make a Ma Bell 
commercial with Carol Lawr­ 
ence and for a national maga­ 
zine ad. Alana was one of 16 
women installer-repair persons 
for the phone company, the 
largest private employer of 
women. 


1972 WAS also a year when 
the various segments of the 
Feminist cause in Marin met 
together — in March and again 
in December — to discuss 
needs and activities in Marin. 
Out of the spring meeting came 
the women’s center committee, 
the monthly Marin Women’s 
Newsletter, and a women’s 
switchboard arrangement. 
Redwood High’s Women on 
the Move group forwarded its 
plans for a child care center to 
be located on the campus, and 
the YWCA moved to larger 
quarters to expand ts program 
and focus directly on women's 
needs. 
N O W ’s 
M arin 
-Chapter 
marched and leafletted through 
Civic Center in its continuing 
push for equality in the Coun­ 
ty’s employment practices and 
action on the affirmative action 
plan originated by its FEPC 
complaint. It also participated 
in formation of California NOW 
to coordinate statewide equality 
actions and successfully lobby 
ratification of the Equal Rights 
Amendment. 
Women’s studies courses, 
though few in number, were 
taught at the local colleges, and 
women's discussion groups con­ 
tinued popular. 


W H ILE MANY’ women teach­ 
ers were out of work, schools 


used volunteers — largely wom­ 
en — in greater numbers. Other 
volunteers continued to raise 
money through a continual 
throng of money-making bene­ 
fits, lunches, bazaars, fairs, 
style shows and thrift shops. 
The Marin Volunteer Bureau 
put on a summer day volunteer 
workshop while Marin NOW set 
up a task force to study the 
differences of women volunteer­ 
ing to maintain "women's 
place” from volunteering to 
change "women's place." 
In the meantime the Volun­ 
teer Council of the Audubon 
Canyon Ranch separated from 
Junior League sponsorship, as 
league projects must after a 
few years, and the League 
funded tin* training of ecology 
volunteers in Marin 
In Petaluma a Creative Liv­ 
ing Center opened at a church, 
similar to the Marin program. 
In child care, the long-await­ 
ed College of Marin child care 
center opened — but at Green- 
brae School until the old chem 
and on the campus could be 
converted. The Pilgrim Park 
center will open the first of 
January, 
Redwood’s center 
sought funding and there were 
hopes of the Fairfax-San Ansel- 
mo center becoming a reality 
next year. The county separat­ 
ed a County Child Care Plan­ 
ning and Advisory Committee 
from its Family and Children's 
Advisory Committee at federal 
request and it began to study 
child care needs in Marin. 
A handful of women became 
FBI 
agents and Navy crew 
aboard a hospital ship, and a 
few Marin women were or­ 
dained ministers. The Rev. Jan 
Willette performed marriages 
at 
the 
First 
Presbyterian 


Church in San Anselmo, and 
Bettye Doty became a minister 
of the Unitarian Fellowship. 


WOMEN PLA YED organiz­ 
ing roles in the mammoth 
Greek 
Festival at the Civic 
Center and the City of Belve­ 
dere's 75th anniversary, for 
which Mrs. Wallace Scott was 
the working chairman 
Ida Scott was also among 
charter members of the North­ 
gate Group honored at the sum 
mer luncheon series at the Ma­ 
nn Art and Garden Center on 
its 25th anniversary. Among the 
founders who sat together to 
exchange stories about the old 
days when the women them­ 
selves cooked the lunches for 
the series were Mines. Wallace 
Scott, Frank Baumgarten, Wil­ 
liam F. 
Booth, Clifford J. 
Flack. Arthur W. Feidler. Car­ 
los Freitas. Harold N Hansen, 
Fred Herrington. Matthew N.

and Miss Elsa Korin11. 
Dr Hulda Thelander was giv­ 
en national recognition by the 
Camp Fire Girls for her work 
with children. The Girl Scouts 
came several hundred strong to 
M arin Veterans M em orial 
Building to celebrate 69 years 
of Scouting and the first teen­ 
agers were elected to the Scout 
Bay Council board. 
Junior Troop 2729 of Novato 
made a dollhouse and furnished 
it in Early American for per­ 
manent display at the Oakland 
Museum. 
Senior Scout Troop 2129 of 
San 
Rafael made their own 
special camp for 125 Marin 
boys and girls bigger and better 
in the spring. The 15 scouts 
gathered donations of funds, 
food and materials for the use 
of the campers who could not 
otherwise have a camping ex­ 
perience. A w hole bevy of activ­ 
ities were taught in the five day 
camp. 


SOME 85 Rainbow Districts 
in California made a dream of 
Linda Elkin of Novato, grand 
worthy advisor, come true by 
raising $18,000 for Guide Dogs 
for the Blind. She had hoped 
her project would raise $6,009 
and had a miniature dog house 
made to carry on her visits to 
Rainbow G irls assemblies 
throughout the slate during the 
year. Through her inspiration, 
girls 
throughout 
the 
state 
washed cars, sold Halloween 
insurance and the like to raise 
three times the goal. Then 250 
of the girls came to San Rafael 
to see Linda present the check 
to Guide Dogs. 
Economics cancelled the Can 
dlelight Ball of the Marin Social 
Service Auxiliary last year, but 
this year nostalgia brought it 
back. The 32-year-old May trad­ 
ition saw the couples return for 
the candlelit dance at the 
Meadow Club. 
Marinites go to Hawaii so 
often that it's hardly news, but 
the whole class of autistic chil­ 
dren at Henry C Hall School in 
Larkspur made an unprece­ 
dented trip this year after con­ 
certed fund raising by the par­ 
ents group.

SAN FRANCISCO - There 
are no short cu t methods to 
getting thin, according to the 
California Medical Association. 
The only 
way 
to su ccessfu l 
weight redu ction is to learn new 
eating habits. If y ou eat fewer 
calories and bu rn more calories 
by ex ercise, y ou end u p with 
less ex cess fat and more and 
better mu scle tissu e. 


The 
association 
issu es 
a 
warning against produ cts and 
weight loss methods claiming to 
take off u nwanted pou nds of 
inches in a m atter of day s or 
sometimes ev en minu tes. 
Plastic or v iny l pants, sweat­ 
su its and belts all hav e one 
thing in common, they cau se 
sweating. The loss of water will 
decrease weight bu t as soon as 
the su it is remov ed and flu id 
intake resu med, the weight re­ 
tu rns. Plastic, applied to the 
body as with a belt, cau ses 
perspiration and te m porarily 
com presses the fatty tissu e. 
The effect is not lasting. 


THE WRAPPING method is 
cu rrently in v ogu e for those 
who want to hav e u nwanted 
inches decreased 
in a salon 
atmosphere. It consists of hav ­ 
ing the body tightly wrapped, 
mu mmy fashion, in strips of 
warm, dam p cloth. The resu lt 
is temporary , perhaps lasting 
24 hou rs. 
There are sev eral popu lar 
diets bu ilt arou nd the increased 
intake of water. In essence it is 
a trick to decrease the amou nt 
of food intake. The appetite 
decreases natu rally from the 
fu ll feeling from drinking wa­ 
ter. The water-ty pe diet regi­ 
men often inclu des eating only 
high protein food, av oiding all 
carbohy drates. Under these cir­ 
cu mstances the body gets some 
ot its caloric requ irement from 
the protein in the diet bu t mu st 
get the rest of the calories it 
needs from its fat stores. Hence 
the body actu ally u ses a high 
fat as ell as a high protein 
mix tu re. When prolonged, this 
can lead to acidosis, a harmfu l 
condition in which organic ac­ 
ids form within the body m ak­ 
ing the person feel light headed 
and not sharp mentally . 
A drinking m an’s diet cou nts 
carbohy drates instead of calor­ 
ies. The great pitfall to allowing 
alcohol on a diet is that alcohol 
releases the inhibitions so that 
the will to diet is lost. 
Most diet pills contain am ­ 
phetamines which are central 
nerv ou s sy stem stim u la tors 
cau sing nerv ou sness, irritabili­ 
ty . clou ded ju dgment, imparied 
mental and phy sical perform­ 
ance. They are only temporary 
measu res since after a few 
weeks they no longer decrease 
the appetite. This ty pe of medi­ 
cation is often habit forming 
cau sing sev ere depression after 
withdrawal. 
Diu retics, which cau se water 
loss from frequ ent u rination, 
are not intended for su ccessfu l 
weight redu ction. Any weight 
loss du e to gettingrid of ex cess 
flu id is regained when flu id is 
taken again. They deplete the 
body of sodiu m and potassiu m, 
both of which are v ital for life 
su pport. 
Doctors maintain that the on­ 
ly su re and safe method for 
losing weight is a change in 
eating habits and a redu ction of 
food intake. A diet shou ld be a 
normal 
mix tu re of food bu t 
redu ced in qu antity .

Here’s a fu n idea! A Cape 
Cod rocking chair bu ilt for two. 
T he re ’s som ething especially 
appealing abou t 
the idea of 
rocking in u nison — bu t I think 
the families with children will 
get the most mileage ou t of this 
mov able pastime. 


Rocking chairs are pretty 
mu ch ignored by designers and 
manu factu rers of contemporary 
fu rnitu re. Yet the principle be­ 
hind the rocker is so basic it 
seems strange that more fresh 
solu tions aren't resolv ed. 


Many of u s hav e had to tu rn 
to rocking chairs copied from 
the work of an Au strian family 
by the name of Thonet. In 1830 
Michael Thonet inv ested a sy s­ 
tem for softening and shaping 
wood into cu rv ing lines. And it 
was in 18-19 that the now famou s 
Thonet bentwood chairs began 
to be manu factu red on an inex ­ 
pensiv e mass-produ ced basis. 


Ou t of this family workshop 
came the classic rocking chairs 
by Thonet in 186 0 and original 
v ersions of these rockers are 
now part of the permanent col­ 
lection of the Mu seu m of Mod­ 
ern Art in New York and in

other decorativ e art collections 
throu ghou t the world. 


You ’v e seen many reprodu c­ 
tions. Some are ex amples of 
design piracy ; others are being 
manu factu red u nder the origi­ 
nal family label, bu t. for 20th 
Centu ry consu mers. 


Genu ine Thonet pieces u su al­ 
ly hav e the name bu rned inside 
the rim of the chair seat or 
printed on a label, according to 
a reference book called “ Deco­ 
rating Defined” by Jose Wilson 
and Arthu r Leaman. AID. 
It's fu n and edu cational to 
start a hu nt throu gh books of 
design inform ation. Rocking 
chairs and the origin of the 
words got 
me started on a 
search for the original u se of 
the word “ rock” in connection 
with motion 


I didn't get v ery far, bu t 
decided on my own that rocking 
as a description of motion prob­ 
ably started with falling rocks 
or with the u se of a rock, in a 
back and forth motion, to cu t or 
sev er something. 


And the 
rocking horse or 
rocking chair probably started 
with a rock that was u sed as a 
seat —■ and it mov ed — conse­ 
qu ently it rocked! Who knows? 
I do know the Kroehler rock­ 
ing lov e seat shown today is a 
far cry from the earliest cru de 
rocking cradles and chairs of 
the home craftsman. It featu res 
a lot more comfort with its 
high, 
sleepy -hollow back, its 
bu tton-tu fted pillow cu shions 
and gently cu rv ing arms. Ju st a 
gentle pu sh of the foot and the 
team of rocking enthu siasts is 
off to pleasu re land!

BRUSSELS (LPI) —As Bri­ 
tish 
Prime Minister Edward 
Heath entered 
Brussels' Eg- 
mont Palace last January to 
sign Britain's entry into the 
European Common Market, a 
31-year-old woman with a per­ 
sonal grudge against his gov ­ 
ernm ent hit him with a b ottle of 
ink. 


In a sense, this note of ta r­ 
nished triumph lasted through­ 
out the year and appeared like­ 
ly to extend well into 1973. 


On Jan. 1, the treaty which 
H ea th signed last 
J a n u a ry 
comes into effect and Britain— 
along with Denmark and Ire­ 
lan d —will join the Com m on 
M arket, raising a six-nation 
com m u n ity to a nine-nation 
power. Yet Norwegian v oters 
took some shine off this ev ent 
b y v oting, in a referendum, to 
reject Norway’s treaty of entry. 
In Octob er, the leaders of the 
nine nations gathered at the 
summit in Paris, b ut agreed on 
little new except to form a 
“ European Union’’ b y 1980—a 
“ union” that was left delib er­ 
ately v ague and possib ly mean­ 
ingless. 
The expansion from six to 
nine nations made the Common 
Market, ev en more than b efore, 
the world’s leading trading enti­ 
ty, with fully 40 per cent of 
world trade. But this show of 
muscle has b rought the m arket 
increasingly into conflict with 
the United States—to the extent 
that transatlantic relations are 
expected to b e Europe’s top 
priority in 1973. 
Just as serious, this power 
left most Europeans manifestly 
b ored. Sicco L. Mansholt, the 
outspoken Dutchman who was 
Common Market president for 
the last eight months of 1972, 
accused the b loc of ignoring 
“ real prob lem s” and. b y so 
dojng, alienating the 253 million 
person s within its b orders. 
Many critics focused on Eu­ 
rope’s high rate of inflation and 
the m ark et’s failure to comb at 
it. 
The six original m em b ers of 
the 
Com m on 
M arket 
are 
France, West Germany, Italy, 
Belgium, the Netherlands and 
Luxemb ourg. With the arriv al 
of Britain. Denmark and Ire­ 
land, the market will emb race 
ev ery major economy in West­ 
ern Europe, will rank second 
only to America in gross nation­ 
al product and through its 
trade, will hav e perhaps an 


u n m atched 
im pact 
on 
the 
world. 
This economic power is likely 
to increase. A key reason is 
that, in contrast to the still 
unformed dream of political un­ 
ion, the driv e toward economic 
union is well adv anced. 
In March, 1972. the Common 
Market nations, for the second 
time, set off on the road toward 
‘‘economic and monetary un­ 
ion” b y 1981 b y narrowing the 
b an d s within w hich the e x­ 
change rates of their currencies 
m ay fluctuate. What this means 
is that, day in and day out, the 
v alues of these currencies are 
more closely tied to each other 
than they used to b e. 
Ev entually, the plan is to tie 
them so tightly that they cannot 
fluctuate at all. From that posi­ 
tion of unity, it will b e a small 
step to a single European cur­ 
rency. 
Once b efore, in 1971, the Com­ 
mon Market took this decision. 
It came unstuck shortly after 
when West Germany b roke b loc 
discipline b y rev alu in g its 
m a rk . 
The 
second 
try, 
in 
March, tottered when Britain 
floated its pound and the U.S. 
dollar came under new pres­ 
sures. But the m arket nations, 
in a dram atic meeting in Lux­ 
emb ourg, stood firm and the 
experiment surv iv ed. 
Braced b y this success, the 
m arket spread its wings—and 
collided with the Americans. 
Last July 22, the M arket 
signed free trade agreements 
with fiv e memb ers of the Euro- 


pean Free Trade Association 
(EFTA), to protect these na­ 
tions’ trade when the m arket 
expanded. Finland is expected 
to sign a similar agreem ent 
soon and Norway, since its re­ 
jection of m e m b ership, also 
wants one. 
This m eans that, b y 1977, 
these sev en nations and the 
nine m arket m em b ers will form 
a 16-nation free trade area. The 
goods of these 16 nations will 
circulate without tariffs within 
this area, b ut goods from the 
outside will face tariffs of v ary­ 
ing heights. 
The United States, smelling 
competition, made its displea- 


sure known b ut took no action. 
Bui when the market tried to 
extend this free-trade concept, 
to 10 nations around the Medi­ 
te rra n e a n 
Sea, 
W ashington 
erupted. 


In a series of v erb al v otes, 
Washington said that there is a 
b ig difference b etween EFTA 
nations like Sweden and Medi­ 
terranean nations like Syria, 
that the free trade area would 
u n d erc u t U.S. m a rk e ts, and 
that Europe, in the guise of 
helping dev eloping countries, 
was b uilding an empire.

Redw ood’s cen ter 
sought funding and there were 
hopes of the Fairfax-San Ansel­ 
mo center becoming a reality 
next year. The county separat­ 
ed a County Child Care Plan­ 
ning and Advisory Committee 
from its Family and Children’s 
Advisory Committee at federal 
request and it began to study 
child care needs in Marin.

WHILE MANY women teach­ 
ers were out of work, schools

You might call it a higher 
profile, but women were more 
involved and more visible in 
1972, perhaps than ever before. 


Political campaigns, consum­ 
er advocacy, child care pro­ 
gram s and charitable projects 
helped make 1972 a year of 
heavy activity for women. 


It was the year that the hard 
work and activism of women's 
equality groups began to pay­ 
off — at least a little, as some 
women got better jobs, into law 
schools and a few elevated to 
co rp o rate boards as various 
kinds of affirm ative action be­ 
gan to take at least a token 
hold. 


Women became more promi­ 
nent in places where few' had 
been before — at the politial 
caucuses and conventions, as 
candidates, on newscasts, on 
panels and at lower and middle 
m anagement rank. One even 
was promoted to adm iral, one 
to Cabinet rank, but no woman 
made it to the Supreme Court 
despite Administration boasts 
that President Nixon has ap­ 
pointed more women to promi­ 
nent posts than any other presi­ 
dent. 
Federal affirm ative action re­ 
quirem ents did move an almost 
infinitesimal num ber of women 
up — in banking, industry and 
in professional schools as sex 
discrimination barriers grudg­ 
ingly began to fade. 


IT WAS a year of higher and 
higher food prices and great 
interest in "n atu ral" foods and 
low cost recipes. Unit pricing 
and open dating in some super­ 
m arkets aided the careful shop­ 
per but did nothing to lower 
prices. 


Consumer groups continued 
to bulldog fed eral agencies, 
m a n u fa ctu re rs and re ta ile rs, 
while products such as hexach- 
lorophine were branded bad- 
for-you. After much cloth-burn­ 
ing 
at 
public 
hearings, 
a 
flam mability law for children’s 
sleepwear becam e a reality. 
The President’s specialist on 
consumerism, Virginia Knauer. 
cam e dressed in red, white and 
blue with a "pachyderm pow­ 
e r" sticker on her purse to 
headline a 
Republican spon­ 
sored consumer forum at Marin 
V eterans M em orial Building 
which was sparsely attended 
ana left some of the audience 
m uttering "politics” and "noth­ 
ing happened." 


As the year ends, a consumer 
resource center is being set up 
by home economists at Tam 
High School to serve the South­ 
ern Marin area. 


The China thing brought Pat 
N ixon’s trav elin g pandas to 
America and a flurry of Orien­ 
tal styles to the fore, but noth­ 
ing to rival the 72 deja vu of 
Wedgies and the shirtdress for 
women. It was a year when fur 
coats and high heels were ac­ 


cepted by super fashion con­ 
scious men. 


THE DIVORCED and single 
parent cam e in for much atten­ 
tion locally, w ith w orkshops 
and classes offered in unprece­ 
dented num bers, a ttra c tin g 
mainly women. A dissolution 
office opened in San Rafael to 
lower fees for uncontested m ar­ 
riage dissolutions. 


More wom en en tered the 
workforce and. as usual, unem­ 
ployment rates for women re­ 
mained higher than for men, a 
continuing national trend. 


It was a political year for 
m any more women than usual, 
with women running for the 
board of supervisors, city coun­ 
cil seats, and. in the case of 
Rep. Shirley Chisholm, for the 
Presidency. 
Women m ade a net gain of 
two seats in Congress, but long­ 
tim e Sen. 
M arg aret Chase 
Smith of Maine went dowm to 
defeat leaving the Senate 100 
per cent male. 
California lost one of its three- 
women in the Assembly when 
Yvonne Braithwaite Burke was 
elected to Congress and none of 
the women candidates won in 
November. 
Women mayors presided over 
city councils in Sausalito, Mill 
Valley, Cotati and Petaluma. 
For the first time, women also 
serv e as m ayors of P aris, 
France, and Luxembourg, and 
Jeanne Martin Cisse of Guinea

Male Nursing 
On Increase, 
Survey Says

NEW YORK - In the years 
ahead the term “ man in white” 
may take on a new meaning 
because the num ber of men1 
registering for nursing schools 
is increasing. 


Opportunities for male nurses 
are exceptional, according to 
the National League for Nurs­ 
ing. Male nurses are in demand 
for emergency areas of hospi­ 
tals, in psychiatric units help­ 
ing emotionally ill patients and 
in the armed forces, where they 
usually serve as commissioned 
officers. 


Male nurses are also needed 
in Veterans Administration hos­ 
pitals because (hey can develop 
special rapport with patients. A 
nursing careers can lean to 
a n o th er positions w ithin the 
nursing field as it has for John 
D. Thompson, professor of pub­ 
lic health nursing and nurse 
educators at the Yale Universi­ 
ty School of Nursing; Gerald J. 
Griffin, director of the depart­ 
ment of associate degree nurs­ 
ing program s for the National 
League for Nursing; and E r­ 
nest O. Denny, assistant profes­ 
sor and clinical specialist in 
p sy ch iatric nursing at Ball 
State University in Muncie, Ind. 
A man can prepare to be­ 
come a registered nurse in one 
of three different types of nurs­ 
ing program s, a baccalaureate 
nursing program , which in­ 
cludes four years of study in a 
college or university; an asso­ 
ciate degree program , requir­ 
ing two years of study at a 
junior or community college; 
and through a diploma school, 
hospital centered training for 
two or three years.

THE WRAPPING method is 
currently in vogue for those 
who want to have unwanted 
inches decreased in a salon 
atmosphere. It consists of hav­ 
ing the body tightly wrapped, 
mummy fashion, in strips of 
warm, damp cloth. The result 
is tem porary, perhaps lasting 
24 hours. 
There are several popular 
diets built around the increased 
intake of water. In essence it is 
a trick to decrease the amount 
of food intake. The appetite 
decreases naturally from the 
full feeling from drinking wa­ 
ter. The water-type diet regi­ 
men often includes eating only 
high protein food, avoiding all 
carbohydrates. Under these cir­ 
cumstances the body gets some 
of its caloric requirem ent from 
the protein in the diet but must 
get the rest of the calories it 
needs from its fat stores. Hence 
the body actually uses a high 
fat as ell as a high protein 
mixture. When prolonged, this 
can lead to acidosis, a harmful 
condition in which organic ac­ 
ids form within the body mak­ 
ing the person feel light headed 
and not sharp mentally. 
A drinking man s diet counts 
carbohydrates instead of calor­ 
ies. The great pitfall to allowing 
alcohol on a diet is that alcohol 
releases the inhibitions so that 
the will to diet is lost. 
Most diet pills contain am ­ 
phetamines which are central 
nervous system stim u lato rs 
causing nervousness, irritabili­ 
ty, clouded judgm ent, imparied 
mental and physical perform­ 
ance. They are only temporary 
m easures since after a few 
weeks they no longer decrease 
the appetite. This type of medi­ 
cation is often habit forming 
causing severe depression after 
withdrawal. 
Diuretics, which cause water 
loss from frequent urination, 
are not intended for successful 
weight reduction. Any weight 
loss due to gettingrid of excess 
fluid is regained when fluid is 
taken again. They deplete the 
body of sodium and potassium, 
both of which are vital for life 
support. 
Doctors m aintain that the on­ 
ly sure and safe method for 
losing weight is a change in 
eating habits and a reduction of 
food intake. A diet should be a 
normal 
mixture of food but 
reduced in quantity.

H ere’s a fun idea! A Cape

You’ve seen many reproduc­ 
tions. Some are examples of 
design piracy; others are being 
m anufactured under the origi­ 
nal family label, but for 20th 
Century consumers.

Green’s federal serv ice, bo th 
military and civ ilian co v ers a 
3 8 -y ear span, all at Hamilto n 
ex cept fo r fo ur y ears in Santa 
Ro sa. 


The 5 5 -y ear-o ld Green is the 
first and o nly assistant po st­ 
master to serv e at the base and 
will bo the last since his jo b will 
be phased o ut after his retire­ 
ment. 
Green, a nativ e o f Sacramen­ 
to . arriv ed at Hamilto n Field in 
Aug ust, 19 35 , after g raduatio n 
fro m Napa Hig h Scho o l, a 19 - 
y ear-o ld recruit entering the 
Army Air Co rps.

Year Of Challenge Faces Market 


BRUSSELS (UPI) —As Bri­ 
tish Prime Minister Edward 
Heath entered Brussels’ Eg- 
mont Palace last January to 
sign Britain’s entry into the 
European Common Market, a 
31-year-old woman with a per­ 
sonal grudge against his gov­ 
ernment hit him with a bottle of 
ink. 


In a sense, this note of tar­ 
nished triumph lasted through­ 
out the year and appeared like­ 
ly to extend well into 1973. 


On Jan. 1, the treaty which 
Heath signed last January 
comes into effect and Britain— 
along with Denmark and Ire­ 
land—will join the Common 
Market, raising a six-nation 
community to a nine-nation 
power. Yet Norwegian voters 
took some shine off this event 
by voting, in a referendum, to 
reject Norway’s treaty of entry. 
In October, the leaders of the 
nine nations gathered at the 
summit in Paris, but agreed on 
little new except to form a 
‘‘European Union’’ by 1980—a 
“union’’ that was left deliber­ 
ately vague and possibly mean­ 
ingless. 
The expansion from six to 
nine nations made the Common 
Market, even more than before, 
the world's leading trading enti­ 
ty, with fully 40 per cent of 
world trade. But this show of 
muscle has brought the market 
increasingly into conflict with 
the United States—to the extent 
th a t transatlantic relations are 
expected to be Europe's top 
priority in 1973. 
Just as serious, this power 
left most Europeans manifestly 
bored. Sicco L. Mansholt, the 
outspoken Dutchman who was 
Common Market president for 
the last eight months of 1972, 
accused the bloc of ignoring 
“ real problems’’ and, by so 
dojng, alienating the 253 million 
persons within its borders. 
Many critics focused on Eu­ 
rope’s high rate of inflation and 
the market’s failure to combat 
it. 
The six original members of 
the 
Common 
Market 
are 
France, West Germany, Italy, 
Belgium, the Netherlands and 
Luxembourg. With the arrival 
of Britain, Denmark and Ire­ 
land, the market will embrace 
every major economy in West­ 
ern Europe, will rank second 
only to America in gross nation­ 
al product and through its 
trade, will have perhaps an 


unmatched 
impact on the 
world. 
This economic power is likely 
to increase. A key reason is 
that, in contrast to the still 
unformed dream of political un­ 
ion. the drive toward economic 
union is well advanced. 
In March, 1972, the Common 
Market nations, for the second 
time, set off on the road toward 
“economic and monetary un­ 
ion’’ by 1981 by narrowing the 
bands within which the ex­ 
change rates of their currencies 
may fluctuate. What this means 
is that, day in and day out, the 
values of these currencies are 
more closely tied to each other 
than they used to be. 
Eventually, the plan is to tie 
them so tightly that they cannot 
fluctuate at all. From that posi­ 
tion of unity, it will be a small 
step to a single European cur­ 
rency. 
Once before, in 1971, the Com­ 
mon Market took this decision. 
It came unstuck shortly after 
when West Germany broke bloc 
discipline by revaluing its 
mark. The second try, in 
March, tottered when Britain 
floated its pound and the U.S. 
dollar came under new pres­ 
sures. But the market nations, 
in a dramatic meeting in Lux­ 
embourg, stood firm and the 
experiment survived. 
Braced by this success, the 
market spread its wings—and 
collided with the Americans. 
Last July 22, the Market 
signed free trade agreements 
with five members of the Euro­ 


pean Free Trade Association 
(EFTA), to protect these na­ 
tions’ trade when the market 
expanded. Finland is expected 
to sign a similar agreement 
soon and Norway, since its re­ 
jection of membership, also 
wants one. 
This means that, by 1977, 
these seven nations and the 
nine market members will form 
a 16-nation free trade area. The 
goods of these 16 nations will 
circulate without tariffs within 
this area, but goods from the 
outside will face tariffs of vary­ 
ing heights. 
The United States, smelling 
competition, made its displea­ 


sure known but took no action. 
But when the market tried to 
extend this free-trade concept 
to 10 nations around the Medi­ 
terranean Sea, Washington 
erupted. 


In a series of verbal votes, 
Washington said that there is a 
big difference between EFTA 
nations like Sweden and Medi­ 
terranean nations like Syria, 
that the free trade area would 
undercut U.S. markets, and 
that Europe, in the guise of 
helping developing countries, 
was building an empire.

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TO DAY'S EDITO RIAL 
Prisons Closing 
As Crime Increases 


“ Susanville might be the only 
city in California that wants a 
prison in its backyard, but we 
know that we are not the only 
community that wonders about 
the system that permits crimi­ 
nals to roam the streets while 
its prisons stand empty.” 
That 
statement 
by 
Dick 
Myers, publisher of the Lassen 
Advocate at Susanville, result­ 
ed from the sudden announce­ 
ment early this month that the 
minimum security state prison 
at Susanville will close bv April 
1. 
Su sa n ville residents are 
alarmed over the closing. The 
prison opened in 1963. In less 
than a decade, it has become 
an important economic factor 
for the little town (population 
6,553), which was in the dol­ 
drums because of decline of the 
lumber business that provided 
its main support. The prison's 
$3.8 million annual payroll 
looms big in such a place. 


THE CLOSING, however, in­ 
volves more than the economy 
of Susanville, as publisher 
Myers statement indicates. 


It is part — along with the 
phasing out of San Quentin 
Prison here — of a state pro­ 
gram of putting criminals on 
probation instead of behind 
bars. 
There are now only about 
1,300 prisoners in San Quentin, 
whereas a decade ago there 
were about 5,000. There are 
only 700 in Susanville, where 
there were 1,200 shortly after if 
opened in 1963. 
In the meantime, California 
crime rates have skyrocketed. 
Roscoe Antrim, president of 
the California Correctional Offi­ 
cers Association, puts it this 
wav: 


Falling Leaves 


“What the public must be 
made aware of is that the 
declining prison population is 
not indicative of a correspond­ 
ing decrease in crime, but in­ 
stead it is a shift of responsibil­ 
ity 
from 
the state to local 
government.” 


IT WORKS very simply: 
If a convicted felon is put on 
probation, the state under­ 
writes the cost. In Marin Coun­ 
ty, this state probation subsidy 
is 
budgeted 
at $118,248 this 
year. 
I he state does this because it 
is cheaper to underwrite proba­ 
tion 
than 
to put a man in 
prison. 
This program was started in 
1965. Some counties — Marin 
among them — refused for 
several years to go along with 
it. but nearly all are now par­ 
ticipating, lured by the chance 
to get state funds for their 
probation departments. 


BUT WHAT IS the result in 
public protection? 
It's not encouraging. Many 
felons free on probation com­ 
mit additional crimes. As Clare 
Berryhill, newly elected state 
senator from the district that 
includes Susanville, put it: 
“ We ve got felons who've been 
arrested three and four times 
on probation subsidy. Obviously 
we're missing the boat some­ 
where.” 
Part of this program is clos­ 
ing prisons — including rela­ 
tively new ones, built at high 
cost, like that in Susanville. 
Part of it is light sentences — 
county jail and probation — 
instead 
of prison 
terms for 
criminals.

Unfortunately for the downtrodden tax­ 
payer. it is usually spent in a manner 
which commits the state to new pro- 
grams and thus becomes a continuing 
cost of government forever after. 


It was this very issue which was 
responsible for the last legislative over­ 
ride of a governor’s veto. 


BACK IN’ 19-15 the state had risen from 
the depths of poverty which had wit­ 
nessed it issuing warrants instead of 
money to pay its bills. Huge surpluses 
had accumulated in the treasury. 


The state had grown fat only because, 
with a world war utilizing all available 
manpower and materials, it had no 
opportunity to spend its revenues. The 
revenues had swelled from the influx of 
war workers and the war-expanded in­ 
dustries. 
Earl Warren, then governor, sought to 
husband the money in anticipation of 
future needs. 
But the late, wise old Sen. George J. 
Hatfield foresaw the trap. He may not 
have heard of Parkinson's Law, hut he 
knew that excess funds in the state 
treasury inevitably lead to higher taxes. 
Better, he said, to throw the money to 
!he four winds than to permit it to be 
used to initiate new continuing programs. 


SO HATFIELD devised what came to 
he known as the Christmas Tree hill. 
• nder its terms the bulk of the surpluses 
were to he gathered up and distributed to 
local governments for public works pro­ 
grams 
It was a complete giveaway. It was a 
sailor on a spree. 
I he cities and counties loved it. 
Warren hated it. He vetoed the bill. 
Hatfield, cheered on by local govern­ 
ment. promptly overrode the veto. 
Governor Reagan may not be right m 
handing the money back to the taxpayers 
rather than using it for some one-time- 
only expenditure. But his determination 
to get rid of it before someone uses it to 
burden the taxpayers forever with some 
new program is consistent with his policy 
of holding government costs down. 


One of the main purposes of widely 
distributing the proposed Marin County- 
wide Plan as a users' guide through the 
newspapers in September was to solicit 
opinions from the public on how to make 
the plan better. 
As the guide says on page 1 — “ The 
plan isn t frozen — good criticisms have 
changed it and they can change it again 
the planners want to know if they are 
on the right track ” I did not expect the I- 
J editorial staff to embrace all the goals 
of the plan or proposals for carrying 
them out without thoughtful criticism, 
hut I was disappointed in the vicious, 
unfounded knee-jerk reaction in the Dec.' 
18 editorial claiming “ plotting” , “ schem­ 
ing , “ blackjack ", “ effrontery” , “ gall” , 
“ deceit” , and “ subterfuge” — all pretty 
loaded and serious charges. They are 
false. In my opinion, the I-J should 
retract these rash distortions. 
The I-J editorial also says "we think 
the social environment deterioriates 
when deceit and subterfuge are used 
. .. 
I agree fully. I also believe the 
social environment deterioriates when 
editorials use blood-curdling and emo­ 
tional charges... 
The proposed plan has three major 
goals — social, economic and environ­ 
mental. The plan says they are not 
separate — they support each other — 
they are related — that is the essence of 
the plan. The parks and recreation com­ 
mission has requested we change our 
proposal for tying open space priorities 
with housing . . . The county parks and 
recreation commission will present their 
recommepdation for change to the City- 
(’minty Planning Council. It is both fitting 
and appropriate that they do so. 
Please put down the axe. you are not 
putting out a fire — isn’t it about time for 
you to offer some constructive proposals 
for making improvements on the plan so 
that all juristictions in Marin can work 
together with a commonly agreed upon 
overall policy plan.

WASHINGTON - “ Out on the lawn 
there arose such a clatter that I sprang 
from my bed to see what was the matter 
. . .” No, it was not old St. Nick and his 
tiny reindeer. It was a fleet of snowmo­ 
biles destroying the silence of the night 
with their shrieking and whining. 
That is happening in snow country all 
over America. Quiet and privacy are 
being shattered by sport snowmobilers 
who have little or no respect for property 
rights. In New England they bring in 
their vehicles from Boston and other 
cities and roar through the countryside. 
With growing criticism of these easy 
riders that takes into account the dangers 
in hidden barriers, the snow'mobilers 
have now' found a champion. With a 
starting grant from Ford Motor Co. of 
$60,000, a public relations drive with the 
catchy title “ The Outdoor Nation,” is out 
to promote the use not only of snowmo­ 
biles but dune buggies, motorized trail 
bikes, and a new gadget called an “ all- 
terrain vehicle.” They are a branch of 
the motorization of all Americans with 
perhaps five million already equipped 
with powered vehicles capable of roaring 
through any wilderness. 


A SENATE interior subcommittee, 
headed by Sen. Alan Bible, D-Nev., held 
hearings into off-the-road vehicles and 
what they meant for conservation. As 
Bible put it, once-remote scenic wonders 
are only as isolated as the capacity of the 
gas tank and man’s desire to get there. A 
witness was Asst. Sec. of Interior Harri­ 
son Loesch. who described how the Cali­ 
fornia desert and other lands under the 
care of Interior’s Bureau of Land Man­ 
agement were being chewed up with an 
irreplaceable loss and the threat of ero­ 
sion and drifting sands. 
He testified that at that time, more 
than a year ago, on lands managed by 
the bureau there were one million motor­ 
cycles in use, 700,000 pickup trucks, more 
than 600,000 four-wheel drive vehicles, 
80.000 snowmobiles, and about 50,000 
dune buggies. The total impact of this 
motorized cavalcade on once-secluded 
places out of the American heritage stuns 
the imagination. 


Last February, President Nixon called 
attention to the damage done to federal 
lands by off-the-road vehicles. He issued 
an executive order calling for a unified 
policy as to where such vehicles should 
be permitted. 


THIS RAISES the question of the Nixon 
administration’s attitude on conservation. 
In picking a young, inexperienced White 
House assistant to be director of the 
National Park Service, the President 
broke a long tradition of appointments 
from the career service. The new park 
service director, Ronald H. Walker, a- 
former salesman in California, spent 10 
months in Interior as an assistant to the 
then-secretary, Walter J. Hickel, who 
was subsequently fired by the President. 
Walker moved over to the White House to' 
take charge of advance arrangements for 
presidential travel. 


The Sierra Club found the appointment 
“ profoundly disturbing.” Thefear of Sier­ 
ra and other conservationist organiza­ 
tions was that politics would intrude 
increasingly on a service that has had 
exceptionally high career standards. 


The motorized invasion of the far 
corners of the land is part of the conser­ 
vation picture. The conversationist 
groups have expressed the hope that the 
Outdoor Nation will serve a constructive 
purpose in setting rules and regulations 
for the use of vehicles that can go where 
hitherto only the hiker and the dedicated' 
nature lover have been rewarded with a 
sense of solitude and lonely grandeur. 


There is a place for the snowmobile. 
For those who live in remote areas, often 
snowbound, it is an escape hatch. There 
may even be a place for the dune buggy, 
but as one who has found pleasure and 
solace in tramping quiet beaches, I doubt 
it. That threatened beaches can be dam­ 
aged is a fact of life on overcrowded 
shores. Noise, exhaust pollution, the 
breaking of the spell of the moon on the 
new fallen snow — all this is inherent in 
the drive to get in there fastest with the 
least effort.

Most of us probably think of solid 
waste disposal —getting rid of trash, 
garbage and other refuse of modern 
civilization — as an urban problem. 
But it isn’t. America's most acute 
waste disposal problem is rural and 
agricultural. It s how' to get rid of animal 
wastes — or, to use the farmers' word for 
it, manure. 
Agriculture Department scientists cal­ 
culate American farms and feedlots 
produce more than one billion cubic 
yards of manure annually. 
To give you some idea how large a 
quantity this is, Dr. Chester E. Evans of 
the Agricultural Research Office says 
that if all this were divided up equally, 
there would be enough for every family 
in America to fill an average-sized living 
room to a depth of five feet. 
OBVIOUSLY, THAT’S no solution. But 
something has to be done, because the 
situation is growing more serious every 
year. 
Years ago, when most livestock was 
raised on family farms, each farmer had 
a manageable amount of manure to cope 
with. He usually put it to good use as 
fertilizer for his crops. 
Today, the raising of animals and the 
raising of crops tend to be separate 
enterprises. Farms that grow corn don’t 
raise cattle — and vice versa. Cattle are 
raised in huge feedlots, each of which

They’ve learned they can use 
chemical fertilizers more easily — and at 
lower cost. 
With no economic alternative available, 
many livestock and poultry growers are 
simply piling up ever-growing mountains 
of manure. 
GARY SOUCIE. president of the Envi­ 
ronmental Policy Center, says ammonia 
and other gases escaping from these 
piles of animal waste and chemical 
pollutants running off from them are 
causing widespread contamination of air 
and water. 
Fortunately, there is an alternative if 
government and private industry will 
pursue if with sufficient energy. The 
Bureau of Mines has demonstrated in 
pilot operations that animal manure can 
be converted into high-energy fuels sirni 
lar to oil and gas —fuels of a type 
desperately needed in America today. 
Dr. Hinrich L. Bonn of the University 
of Arizona has calculated that manure 
from a single cattle feedlot could produce 
enough methane gas to supply a city of 
30,000 people. 
A nation which has a mounting surplus 
of manure and an acute shortage of 
energy may not need to deliberate long 
about the wisdom of converting the 
former into the latter.

WASHINGTON — What does 
a man do when he leaves ar 
administration after serving his 
president faithfully for four 
years9 He becomes a Washing­ 
ton consultant.

The Wedding 
Of Truman 
Is Recalled 


Tuesday, December 26, 1972 
Jlnftrprnftrn t-floiirtial, 19 
Former President Felt 
Unworthy Of Top Medal 


INDEPENDENCE, Mo. (UPI) 
—When former President Har­ 
ry S Truman married his child­ 
hood sweetheart Bess Wallace, 
he helped gather the flowers 
used to decorate the little Epis­ 
copal church where the ceremo­ 
ny took place June 28, 1919. 


Truman’s sister Mary Jane 
Truman recalled, “ Harry and I 
went out in a huge field of 
daisies and gathered armloads 
of the flowers and carried them 
to the church. Some of the girls 
got hollyhocks.” 
Truman's sister remembered 
her brother’s wedding day was 
a difficult one for her and her 
mother, who used to boast that 
"Harry can plow the straightest 
farrow of corn in Missouri.” 
It was harvest time on the 
Truman family farm near 
Grandview, some 30 miles from 
Independence, and ‘‘Mother 
and I had to cook dinner for 12 
farm hands, clean up the kitch­ 
en and get to the wedding way 
up 
in 
Independence by 4 
o'clock." 
To foil any tricks by Tru­ 
man’s friends, Miss Truman 
traded cars with her brother for 
the trip to the church, and “ I 
was weeks getting the rice out 
of my car,” she remembered 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Former President Harry S Tru­ 
man, who said often while 
presenting the Congressional 
Medal of Honor that he would 
rather have it than be presi­ 
dent, stopped an attempt by the 
House last year to give him the 
award. 


Truman said the medal was 
for combat bravery and to 
change the requirements would 
detract from the medal’s true 
significance. 


His comments were in a let­ 
ter to Rep. William J. Randall, 
D-Mo., who represents the dis­ 
trict that includes Truman's 
home of Independence Randall 
read the former president’s let­ 


ter to the House May 6, 1971, 
two days before Truman’s 87th 
birthday. 
“ I do not consider that I have 
done anything which should be 
the reason of any award, con­ 
gressional or otherwise,” the 
letter said. 
“ This does not mean I do not 
appreciate what you and others 
have done, because I do appre­ 
ciate the kind things that have 
been said and the proposal to 
have the award offered to me,” 
Truman said. ‘‘Therefore, I 
close by saying, ’Thanks, but I 
will not accept a Congressional 
Medal of Honor.’”

In what may, or may not, 
have been an arm ed hold-up, a 
Corte M adera service station 
was robbed of $200 cash on 
Friday evening, shortly before 
11 o’clock.

Roumiguiere, who said he has 
been working on the idea since 
he took office this fall, called 
the proposal ‘‘an alternative” 
to having the scenic slopes cut 
up and developed. 


His rough draft calls for each 
Santa Venetia homeomver to 
chip in between $1.75 and $2.75 
per month depending on the 
value of his home, to pay off a 
20-year bond issue at 5.5 per 
cent interest in much the sam e 
way L ucas V alley resid e n ts 
purchased the 285-acre Nunes 
Ranch earlier this year. 
For the owner of a $40,000 
home, he said, that would m ean 
about $2.58 per month toward 
the estim ated purchase price of 
about $450.000. There are 1.212 
dwellings in the Santa Venetia 
area east of Highway 101. 
“ I’m hopeful the county (open 
space district) can help out, 
since the Civic Center is a part 
of the Santa Venetia neighbor­ 
hood.” Roumiguiere added. 
The 407 acres being studied 
for acquisition are in six sepa­ 
rate parcels with a m arket 
value of about $442,000, accord­ 
ing to the county assessor’s 
office. • 
One of the parcels, a 257-acre 
site behind Temple Rodef Sho- 
lom on North San Pedro Road, 
is proposed already for a 1,100- 
unit townhouse development by 
landowners Jack and Ron Fier- 
man of Philadelphia. 
Prelim inary drawings for the 
project have been submitted to 
the county planning departm ent 
by Sausalito architect Eugene 
Wedell and show five ciuter 
villages nestled in the hillsides 
— most out of view of Santa 
Venetia. 
The developm ent proposal, 
which its backers refer to as 


“ n env iro n m en tal develop­ 
m ent,” is bogged down await­ 
ing an environm ental im pact 
study and straightening out of 
problems over its waste w ater 
recycling plan. 
R oum iguiere said he had 
heard of the development pro­ 
posal but quickly added his 
open space idea had not been 
prompted solely by that. 
‘‘I think we have to look at 
open space and recreational 
lands nearer existing communi­ 
ties,” he said. “ With the move 
to keep housing in the eastern 
u rbanized c o rrid o r we need 
more local recreation. 
“ The countywide plan propos­ 
es this area be left in open 
space, I just want to see if 
Santa Venetia residents want to 
pursue, the idea.”

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Prisons Closing 
As Crime Increases 


“Susanville might be the only 
city in California that wants a 
prison in its backyard, but we 
know that we are not the only 
community that wonders about 
the system that permits crimi­ 
nals to roam the streets while 
its prisons stand empty.” 
That 
statem e n t 
by 
Dick 
Myers, publisher of the Lassen 
Advocate at Susanville, result­ 
ed from the sudden announce­ 
ment early this month that the 
minimum security state prison 
at Susanville will close by April 
1. 
S u sa n v ille r e s id e n ts a r e 
alarmed over the closing. The 
prison opened in 1983. In less 
than a decade, it has become 
an important economic factor 
for the little town (population 
6,553), which was in the dol­ 
drums because of decline of the 
lumber business that provided 
its main support. The prison's 
$3.8 million annual payroll 
looms big in such a place. 


THE CLOSING, however, in­ 
volves more than the economy 
of Susanville, as publisher 
Myers' statement indicates. 
It is part — along with the 
phasing out of San Quentin 
Prison here — of a state pro­ 
gram of putting criminals on 
probation instead of behind 
bars. 
There are now only about 
1,300 prisoners in San Quentin, 
whereas a decade ago there 
were about 5,000. There are 
only 700 in Susanville, where 
there were 1.200 shortly after it 
opened in 1963. 
In the meantime, California 
crime rates have skyrocketed. 
Roscoe Antrim, president of 
the California Correctional Offi­ 
cers Association, puts it this 
wav:

IT WORKS very simply: 
If a convicted felon is put on 
probation, the state un d er­ 
writes the cost. In Marin Coun­ 
ty, this state probation subsidy 
is budgeted at $118,248 this 
year. 
The state does this because it 
is cheaper to underwrite proba­ 
tion than to put a man in 
prison. 
This program was started in 
1965. Some counties — Marin 
among them — refused for 
several years to go along with 
it, but nearly all are now’ par­ 
ticipating, lured by the chance 
to get state funds for their 
probation departments. 


BUT WHAT IS the result in 
public protection? 
It's not encouraging. Many 
felons free on probation com­ 
mit additional crimes. As Clare 
Berryhill, newly elected state 
senator from the district that 
includes Susanville, put it: 
“ We’ve got felons who’ve been 
arrested three and four times 
on probation subsidy. Obviously 
we re missing the boat some­ 
where.” 
Part of this program is clos­ 
ing prisons — including rela­ 
tively new7 ones, built at high 
cost, like that in Susanville. 
Part of it is light sentences — 
county jail and probation — 
instead of prison terms for 
criminals. 
And part of it is that we no 
longer can safely w7alk the 
streets.

Opposition To Rebate 
Confirms Parkinson's Law

The old battle of government spending 
versus surpluses is back again. The issue 
which always brings economists into 
conflict has been brought to the front by 
the unexpected increases in the state's 
revenues.

It was this very issue which was 
responsible for the last legislative over­ 
ride of a governor’s veto. 


BACK IN 1945 the state had risen from 
the depths of poverty which had wit­ 
nessed it issuing warrants instead of 
money to pay its bills. Huge surpluses 
had accumulated in the treasury. 


The state had grown fat only because, 
with a world war utilizing all available 
manpower and materials, it had no 
opportunity to spend its revenues. The 
revenues had swelled from the influx of 
war workers and the war-expanded in­ 
dustries. 
Earl Warren, then governor, sought to 
husband the money in anticipation of 
fut1 ire needs. 
But the late, wise old Sen. George J. 
Hatfield foresaw the trap. He may not 
have heard of Parkinson's Law, but he 
knew that excess funds in the state 
treasury inevitably lead to higher taxes. 
Better, he said, to throw the money to 
the four winds than to permit it to be 
used to initiate new continuing programs. 


SO HATFIELD devised what came to 
be known as the Christmas Tree bill. 
Under its terms the bulk of the surpluses 
w^re to be gathered up and distributed to 
local governments for public works pro­ 
grams. 
It was a complete giveaway. It was a 
sailor on a spree 
The cities and counties loved it. 
Warren hated it. He vetoed the bill. 
Hatfield, cheered on by local govern­ 
ment. promptly overrode the veto. 
Governor Reagan may not be* right in 
handing the money back to the taxpayers 
rather than using it for some one-time- 
only expenditure. But his determination 
to get rid of it before someone uses it to 
burden the taxpayers forever with some 
new program is consistent with his policy 
of holding government costs down.

years ago - has undergone more than 75 
public hearings - a continuing public 
forum in the best example of the demo­ 
cratic process. 
Your Dec. 18 editorial entitled. “ Social 
Environment and Open Space” . . . ac­ 
cused the county planning staff of 
“scheming, plotting, effrontery, gall, de­ 
ceit, subterfuge” and questioned its “re­ 
gard for fair play and integrity.” 
I would suggest (measured against my 
own experience) that these words and the 
attendant accusations are not based in 
fact, and in my opinion, do not have any 
place in responsible journalism.

WASHINGTON — “Out on the lawn 
there arose such a clatter that I sprang 
from my bed to see what was the matter 
. . . ” No, it was not old St. Nick and his 
tiny reindeer. It was a fleet of snowmo­ 
biles destroying the silence of the night 
with their shrieking and whining. 
That is happening in snow' country all 
over America. Quiet and privacy are 
being shattered by sport snowmobilers 
who have little or no respect for property 
rights. In New England they bring in 
their vehicles from Boston and other 
cities and roar through the countryside. 
With growing criticism of these easy 
riders that takes into account the dangers 
in hidden barriers, the snowmobilers 
have now found a champion. W’ith a 
starting grant from Ford Motor Co. of 
$60.000, a public relations drive with the 
catchy title “The Outdoor Nation,” is out 
to promote the use not only of snowmo­ 
biles but dune buggies, motorized trail 
bikes, and a new gadget called an “all- 
terrain vehicle.” They are a branch of 
the motorization of all Americans with 
perhaps five million already equipped 
with powered vehicles capable of roaring 
through any wilderness. 


\ SENATE interior subcommittee, 
headed by Sen. Alan Bible, D-Nev., held 
hearings into off-the-road vehicles and 
what they meant for conservation. As 
Bible put it, once-remote scenic wonders 
are only as isolated as the capacity of the 
gas tank and man’s desire to get there. A 
witness was Asst. Sec. of Interior Harri­ 
son Loesch. who described how the Cali­ 
fornia desert and other lands under the 
care of Interior’s Bureau of Land Man­ 
agement were being chewed up with an 
irreplaceable loss and the threat of ero­ 
sion and drifting sands. 
He testified that at that time, more 
than a year ago, on lands managed by 
the bureau there were one million motor­ 
cycles in use, 700,000 pickup trucks, more 
than 600,000 four-wheel drive vehicles, 
80,000 snowmobiles, and about 50,000 
dune buggies. The total impact of this 
motorized cavalcade on once-secluded 
places out of the American heritage stuns 
the imagination. 


Last February, President Nixon called 
attention to the damage done to federal 
lands by off-the-road vehicles. He issued 
an executive order calling for a unified 
policy as to where such vehicles should 
be permitted. 


THIS RAISES the question of the Nixon 
administration’s attitude on conservation. 
In picking a young, inexperienced White 
House assistant to be director of the 
National Park Service, the President 
broke a long tradition of appointments 
from the career service. The new’ park 
service director, Ronald H. Walker, a> 
former salesman in California, spent It) 
months in Interior as an assistant to the 
then-secretary, Walter J. Hickel, who 
was subsequently fired by the President.’ 
Walker moved over to the White House to' 
take charge of advance arrangements for 
presidential travel. 


The Sierra Club found the appointment 
“profoundly disturbing.” Thefear of Sier­ 
ra and other conservationist organiza­ 
tions was that politics would intrude 
increasingly on a service that has had 
exceptionally high career standards. ’J (r' 


The motorized invasion of the far 
corners of the land is part of the conser­ 
vation picture. The conversationist 
groups have expressed the hope that the 
Outdoor Nation will serve a constructive 
purpose in setting rules and regulations 
for the use of vehicles that can go where 
hitherto only the hiker and the dedicated 
nature lover have been rewarded with a 
sense of solitude and lonely grandeur. 


There is a place for the snowmobile. 
For those who live in remote areas, often 
snowbound, it is an escape hatch. There 
may even be a place for the dune buggy, 
but as one who has found pleasure and 
solace in tramping quiet beaches, I doubt 
it. That threatened beaches can be dam­ 
aged is a fact of life on overcrowded 
shores.

Rural Waste Disposal Problem 
Might Solve Energy Crisis 


Most of us probably think of solid 
waste disposal —getting rid of trash, 
garbage and other refuse of modern 
civilization — as an urban problem. 
But it isn’t. America’s most acute 
waste disposal problem is rural and 
agricultural. It’s how' to get rid of animal 
wastes — or, to use the farmers' word for 
it, manure. 
Agriculture Department scientists cal­ 
culate Am erican farm s and feedlots 
produce more than one billion cubic 
yards of manure annually. 
To give you some idea how large a 
quantity this is, Dr. Chester E. Evans of 
the Agricultural Research Office says 
that if all this were divided up equally, 
there would be enough for every family 
in America to fill an average-sized living 
room to a depth of five feet. 
OBVIOUSLY, THAT’S no solution. But 
something has to be done, because the 
situation is growing more serious every 
year. 
Years ago. when most livestock was 
raised on family farms, each farmer had 
a manageable amount of manure to cope 
with. He usually put it to good use as 
fertilizer for his crops. 
Today, the raising of animals and the 
raising of crops tend to be separate 
enterprises. Farms that grow corn don't 
raise cattle — and vice versa. Cattle are 
raised in huge feedlots, each of which

GARY SOUCIE, president of the Envi­ 
ronmental Policy Center, says ammonia 
and other gases escaping from these 
piles of animal waste and chemical 
pollutants running off from them are 
causing widespread contamination of air 
and water. 
Fortunately, there is an alternative if 
government and private industry will 
pursue it with sufficient energy. The 
Bureau of Mines has demonstrated in 
pilot operations that animal manure can 
be converted into high-energy fuels sinri 
lar to oil and gas —fuels of a tyj>e 
desperately needed in America today. 
Dr. Hinrich L. Bonn of the University 
of Arizona has calculated that manure 
from a single cattle feedlot could produce 
enough methane gas to supply a city of 
30,000 people. 
A nation which has a mounting surplus 
of manure and an acute shortage of 
energy may not need to deliberate long 
about the wisdom of converting the 
former into the latter.

Each declarer stepped up 
with the ace of spades and led 
the ten of diamonds.

RUFFS DIAMOND 
At one table West ruffed the 
ten of diamonds with the king 
of spades and returned a spade 
to take the last trump out of 
dummy. This play pushed South 
into a comer, since he had a 
losing diamond in his hand. 
After drawing trumps, South 
led a heart and desperately 
took a finesse with dummy’s 
queen. The finesse worked, and 
South had found his way out of 
the corner. 
LOOKS AHEAD 
At 
the other table West 
looked ahead and saw what was 
going to happen. He discarded 
the deuce of clubs on the ten of 
diamonds. South continued with 
the seven of diamonds, and 
West discarded the ten of clubs. 
Declarer cashed the ace of 
hearts, ruffed a heart and craf­ 
tily led the nine of spades. 
Young Michael Becker of New 
York was not to be lured into 
playing low. He stepped up with 
the king of spades and led his 
five of clubs. East took the ace 
of clubs and returned a club, 
giving Becker the setting trick 
in the shape of a ruff.

Two Stabbed 
In Incident 
At Soledad 


SOLEDAD (AP) - Two Sole­ 
dad Prison inmates have been 
stabbed to death and two others 
wounded in an incident a prison 
official says involved rival 
Mexican groups. 


Guards found the bleeding 


bodies in two central facility 
housing units Monday, said 
George Baker, Soledad infor­ 
mation officer. 


“ This apoeared to be a con­ 
tinuation of a struggle between 
two rival Mexican factions, the 
New Familia and the Mexican 
Mafia.” Baker said in a state­ 
ment. “ It appears to be that 
members of both factions were 
hurt in the incident.” 


He said tension between the 


two Mexican-American prison­ 
er groups had been building in 
recent months, Baker said the 
nature of the incident w-as not 
known, but several crudely 
made blade-type weapons have 
been found. The Monterey 
County district attorney’s office 
is investigating. 
Baker identified the dead 


men as Frank Villalobos, 24, of 
San Joaquin County, who had 
been at Soledad since May, 
1972, serving a term for at­ 
tempted escape from a state 
prison; and Pablo Najera, 28, 
also at San Joaquin County, at 
Soledad since May, 1971, on a 
first-degree robbery conviction. 
The wounded prisoners, Joe 


Garcia, 30, and Arthur Chavez, 
33, were in satisfactory condi­ 
tion at the prison hospital, Bak­ 
er said. 
He said another incident in­ 
volving the rival prison-based 
gangs occurred last week at the 
state prison in Chino.

Trying to forget what happened last weekend to

THE 49ERS were beaten in 
a gam e they 
‘‘couldn't" lose. They were in front of the Cow­ 
boys, 28-16, with only one minute and 53 seconds 
left. Seven plays and one on-sides kick later the 
49ers were beaten, 30-28. 
By then many fans were already in their cars, 
having left the stadium early thinking of certain 
victory for the 49ers. The fans who remained sat 
there stunned by the quick turnaround. 
The 49er dressing room was like a mortuary. A 
feeling of shock and disappointment hung heavily 
in the air as reporters searched their minds to 
find questions for players who didn't feei much 
like answering. 


LONG A FTER the first questions were being 
asked, veteran tackle C harlie Krueger sat there 
on a chair in front of his cubicle, still wearing his 
football pants.

“ This apoeared to be a con­ 
tinuation of a struggle between 
two rival Mexican factions, the 
New Fam ilia and the Mexican 
M afia.” Baker said in a state­ 
ment. “It appears to be that 
mem bers of both factions were 
hurt in the incident.” 


He said tension between the 
two M exican-American prison­ 
er groups had been building in 
recent months. Baker said the 
nature of the incident was not 
know n, but se v era l crudely 
made blade-type weapons have 
been 
found. 
The 
M onterey 
County district attorney’s office 
is investigating. 
B aker iden tified the dead 
men as Frank Villalobos, 24, of 
San Joaquin County, who had 
been at 
Soledad since May, 
1972, serving a term for at­ 
tempted escape from a state 
prison; and Pablo Najera, 28, 
also at San Joaquin County, at 
Soledad since May, 1971, on a 
first-degree robbery conviction. 
The wounded prisoners, Joe 
Garcia, 30, and Arthur Chavez, 
33, were in satisfactory condi­ 
tion at the prison hospital, Bak­ 
er said. 
He said another incident in­ 
volving the rival prison-based 
gangs occurred last week at the 
state prison in Chino.

A Visit To The Sad 
49er Dressing Room 
Raiders' Coach Madden Seething 


Trying to forget what happened last weekend to 
both Bay Area pro football teams, but still 
remembering, fans can be forgiven for not getting 
overly excited about the upcoming NFL confer­ 
ence championship games Sunday. 
Dallas will be playing against Washington for 
the National Football Conference title. Great. 
Pittsburgh will go against Miami for the Ameri­ 
can Conference title. Great. 
But the way Dallas and Pittsburgh got there left 
49er and Raider fans in a state of shock that still 
lasts today. What happened last Saturday had to 
be the most shocking day in Bay Area pro sports. 
A loss is a loss, most of them the kind that can be 
forgotten quickly, with maybe a day or two of 
thought. But the kind of losses San Francisco and 
Oakland suffered? Those players will be rem em ­ 
bering the circumstances through the entire sum­ 
mer. 
The Raiders’ loss was on a fluke play when 
Steeler Franco Harris caught a batted down pass 
and ran 60 yards for a touchdown with five 
seconds left in the game. Result: Raiders lose, 13- 
7. Some watched in horror on television. I was 
depending on the radio, listening to Bill King 
describe it all while I sat in my car in the parking 
lot at Candlestick Park before the start of the 49er 
game with Dallas. I thought that would be the only 
stunning shocker of the day. How wrong I was. 


THE 49ERS were beaten in a game they 
“ couldn't” lose. They were in front of the Cow­ 
boys, 28-16, with only one minute and 53 seconds 
left. Seven plays and one on-sides kick later the 
49ers were beaten, 30-28. 
By then many fans were already in their cars, 
having left the stadium early thinking of certain 
victory for the 49ers. The fans who remained sat 
there stunned by the quick turnaround. 
The 49er dressing room was like a mortuary. A 
feeling of shock and disappointment hung heavily 
in the air as reporters searched their minds to 
find questions for players who didn't feei much 
like answering. 


LONG AFTER the first questions were being 
asked, veteran tackle Charlie Krueger sat there 
on a chair in front of his cubicle, still wearing his 
football pants. There was still some tape to pull 
off his massive hands. 
“ This is a good team. It's a hell of a good 
team ,” he said looking around at the slowly 
emptying room. “ We went through tough spots all 
year. Maybe this loss helped us become a better 
team . We’ll be a really good team next year.” 
Will Charlie, a 35-year-old 14-year veteran be 
part of that 1973 team? 
“ If I am at the weight limit coach (Dick) Nolan 
sets for me I will be at training camp next year,” 
said Krueger. “ If I'm not at that weight he 
wouldn't let me through the training camp gate. 
Dick Nolan is a fine, fair coach. He has to be to 
have an old guy like me around.” 


THEN KRUEGER looked over at offensive 
guard Woody Peoples who was quietly dressing 
four feet away. “ You guys should go over and 
congratulate Woody for making all-pro. I would 
really hate to play against that guy all day . . . he 
holds on every play.” 
That crack made Peoples smile faintly. Charlie 
has a way of picking up a fellow player's spirit 
when he needs it most. 
Preston Riley will be reliving that on-sides kick 
which he bobbled for a long time. Dallas kicker 
Toni Fritsch sent a spinning, twisting kick toward 
Riley and it bounced off his fingers, Mel Renfro 
recovering on the 50. Three plays later came the 
winning touchdown from Roger Staubach to Ron 
Sellers. 
When asked about the muff, Riley said, “ I just 
missed it.” Then he looked down, slowly shaking 
his head. 
Some might have thought back to 1957 when the 
49ers, in a playoff for the Western Division title, 
held a 7-7 lead in the third quarter against the 
Detroit Lions, and then stole defeat from the jaws 
of victory, losing, 31-27. 
That was a slow, agonizing thing, the 49ers 
gasping and finally bleeding to death. Last Satur­ 
day death came surprisingly quickly, a bullet in 
the heart. 


OAKLAND (UPI>—John Mad­

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WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres 
ident Nixon's coattail may have 
been longer than it seemed to 
be if ‘*Foley’s law'' is applied to 
the results of 1972 elections of 
Republicans to the House.

Republican Ripon Society. 
Acknowledging that issues 
and other factors cause devia­ 
tions, it sought to show a rela­ 
tionship between the October 
unemployment rate in election 
years and Republican victories 
in congressional districts.

Nixon Victory 
Short Of Mark 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s landslide reelec­ 
tion victory—now officially tab­ 
ulated—falls short of the most 
one-sided presidential election 
in U.S. history. 


Official vote canvasses from 
the 50 states and the District of 
Columbia showed Monday that 
Nixon did not quite break form­ 
er President Lyndon B. John­ 
son's 1964 record of 61.6 per 
cent of the total popular vote. 
Nixon’s percentage was 60.9, 
just .1 higher than Franklin D. 
Roosevelt’s landslide in 1936. 
In numbers of votes, howev­ 
er, the tally showed that Nixon 
won the 1972 election with a 
re cord- break i ng 47,186,390 
votes, nearly 4 million more 
than Johnson’s 43,129,484 in 
196-1, the previous popular vote 
record. 
Sen. George S. McGovern got 
29,169,585 votes, 18,016,805 less 
than Nixon. His percentage of 
the total popular vote was 37.7. 
Rep. John Schmitz, the Amer­ 
ican party candidate, ran third 
with 912,022 votes, 1.1 per cent 
of the total. Seven other candi­ 
dates, led by Dr. Benjamin 
Spock of the Peoples’ party, got 
a total of 216,532 votes, or .3 per 
cent of the total.

of the House. The rate was at 
that figure when the party last 
won control of the House in 1952 
with Dwight D. Eisenhower at 
the top of the ticket. 


It is too early for a calcula­ 
tion by Republican statisticians 
of the party’s percentage of the 
vote for House candidates com­ 
pared to Nixon’s figure of close 
to 61 per cent of the presiden­ 
tial vote. 


With rare exceptions in this 


century, Republican presiden­ 
tial nominees have polled a 
higher percentage of the nation­ 
al popular vote than their can­ 
didates for the House. One rea­ 
son was that until recent 
elections, the GOP let most of 
the Southern congressional dis­ 
tricts go to the Democrats by 
default. Even this year, 33 
Democrats in 108 districts in 
the II Southern states had no 
Republican opponents. 


In their net pickup of 13 
seats, however, the GOP gained 
seven Southern seats to add to 
the 27 they had won in 1970. 
Nixon was the first Republican 


candidate to carry all 11 South­ 
ern states. He helped Republi­ 
cans win the governorship and 
a U.S. Senate seat in North 
Carolina. 


If his margin helped some 
House candidates to victory, 
the net result was negative in 
senatorial and gubernatorial 
contests. 


The Democrats posted a net 
gain of one governor and two 
Senate seats. Prominent Repub­ 
lican losers were such senior 
incumbents as Sens. Margaret 
Chase Smith of Maine, Gordon 
AJloit of Colorado and Jack

If he likes something and 
wants it. he goes out and pays 
top dollar. 
Now you take his football 
coach, George Allen, who has 
the Redskins only one jump 
away from the Super Bowl. 
When Edward Bennett Wil­ 
liams told George Allen how 
much he wanted him to handle 
his team two years ago, he 
d id n ’t m erely tell him , he 
SHOWED him. 
He gave Allen a seven-year 
contract as general m anager 
and head coach at $125,000 per. 
He also threw in a fancy place 
for Allen and his fam ily to stay 
in plus a car and a chauffeur. 
So he wouldn’t feel neglected, 
Allen also got an option on the 
Redskins’ stock. 
In return for all this, Edward 
Bennett Williams occasionally 
is allowed to set foot in the 
Redskins’ clubhouse —if he be­ 
haves himself. Or so the local 
joke goes. 
“ I'm a lawyer.” says Edward 
Bennett Williams. “ I have a 35- 
man law firm to run. I don’t 
have tim e to run a football 
team , and I don't have the 
inclination to. George is the 
man I w ant to run it, and he 
does. I still make the m ajor 
policy decisions. Presidents of 
other organizations want to run 
the day-to-day o p eratio n . I 
don’t.” 
In the two years Allen has 
worked for him, Williams says 
they've never had so much as a 
single d isa g re em en t. W hat’s 
more. Williams feels Allen is 
worth every nickel he’s getting. 
“ It you want something good, 
you've got to pay for it,” says 
Williams. “ I never got anything 
for nothing. Certainly nothing 
worthwhile.! have no regrets 
about the deal I made for 
G eorge. H e’s unquestionably 
one of the two or three best 
coaches in the world. I’ve never 
seen a harder or more dedicat­ 
ed worker. He works, works, 
works, and his job is always on 
his mind. He thinks of nothing 
else. 
When the Redskins captured 
their first post-season gam e in 
30 years Sunday by polishing 
off the Green Bay Packers, 163, 
one of the happiest persons 
among the record crowd of 
53.140 at Robert F. Kennedy 
Memorial Stadium here was 
Henry K issinger, P re sid en t 
Nixon's advisor. 
K issinger applauded vigor­ 
ously and was all smiles as the 
scoreboard clock ran out. He 
wasn't any happier though than 
Edward Bennett Williams, who 
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could rem em ber the kind of 
Christm as it was a year ago. 
Now the Redskins go against 
the Dallas Cowboys next Sun­ 
day and if they get past them, 
they go to the Super Bowl, but a 
year ago there was only one 
place for the Redskins to go 
and that was home. Williams 
rem e m b ers the whole thing 
well, and also rem em bers .Vi­ 
len’s reaction. 
“ You know George,” says the 
Redskins’ owner, “ He's like a 
German general. He thinks he's 
supposed to com m it suicide 
when he loses. 
“ A nyw ay, we lost to San 
Francisco in the playoff gam e a 
year ago.

Securities industry Is 
Noticing Earnings Squeeze

NEW YORK - Wall Street is 
gripped in an earnings squeeze 
once again, hardly two years 
after it emerged from one of 
the most crisis-filled periods in 
its history. 
Profits are disappearing at 
brokerage houses because of 
sharply rising costs, the advent 
of negotiated sales charges on 
large transactions, and general­ 
ly slow trading volume in the 
stock market. 
The situation is especially 
disturbing to leaders of the 
securities industry because the 
factors causing the falling prof­ 


its are largely beyond the in­ 
dustry's control. No paperwork 
jam-up in the Street's own back 
offices is to blame this time. 
Because of the same infla­ 
tion, prevalent elsew here in 
American industry, the costs of 
skilled labor, of communica­ 
tions lines, of processing equip­ 
ment, and even the rent have 
moved up sharply. 
At the same time, the indus­ 
try’s revenue base has been 
shrinking. The unfixing of com­ 
mission charges on the portion 
of transactions above $300,000 
in value has resulted in sharply 
lower commission income on 
those trades.

Nixon Victory 
Short Of Mark 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s landslide reelec­ 
tion victory—now officially tab­ 
ulated—falls short of the most 
one-sided presidential election 
in U.S. history. 


Official vote canvasses from 
the 50 states and the District of 
Columbia showed Monday that 
Nixon did not quite break form­ 
er President Lyndon B. John­ 
son’s 1964 record of 61.6 per 
cent of the total popular vote. 
Nixon’s percentage was 60.9, 
just .1 higher than Franklin D. 
Roosevelt’s landslide in 1936. 
In numbers of votes, howev­ 
er, the tally showed that Nixon 
won the 1972 election with a 
re c o rd -b rea k in g 47,186,390 
votes, nearly 4 million more 
than Johnson’s 43,129,484 in 
1964, the previous popular vote 
record. 
Sea. George S. McGovern got 
29,169,585 votes, 18.016.805 less 
than Nixon. His percentage of 
the total popular vote was 37.7. 
Rep. John Schmitz, the Amer­ 
ican party candidate, ran third 
with 912.022 votes, 1.1 per cent 
of the total. Seven other candi­ 
dates, led by Dr. Benjamin 
Spoek of the Peoples’ party, got 
a total of 216,532 votes, or .3 per 
cent of the total.

Nixon’s 
recorded electoral vote will be 
520 because one of Virginia’s 
electors last week cast his bal­ 
lot for John Hospers of the 
Libertarian party, who got 1,537 
popular votes. 
McGovern got 17 electoral 
votes, 14 from Massachusetts 
and three from the District of 
Columbia. 
The popular vote totals of the 
other six candidates: 
Spock—70,972 in eight states.

eated that the GOP would have 
won less than 170 House seats if 
its congressional candidates 
had not extra help like the 
Nixon landslide over Democrat 
George S. McGovern. 


When the October unemploy­ 
ment rate was 5.5 per cent in 
the 1958 election year, with no 
presidential vote, Republicans 
won only 154 House seats. In 
the three-way presidential con­ 
test of 1968, they won 192 seats, 
the same as this year, with an 
unemployment rate of 3.6 per 
cent. 


The Foley yardstick pre­ 
sumes a shortage of confidence 


in a Republican Congress to 
deal with economic issues and 
indicates that the GOP needs 
an unemployment rate of about 
two per cent to win a majority 
of the House. The rate was at 
that figure when the party last 
won control of the House in 1952 
with Dwight D. Eisenhower at 
the top of the ticket. 


It is too early for a calcula­ 
tion by Republican statisticians 
of the party’s percentage of the 
vote for House candidates com­ 
pared to Nixon’s figure of close 
to 61 per cent of the presiden­ 
tial vote. 


With rare exceptions in this 


century, Republican presiden­ 
tial nominees have polled a 
higher percentage of the nation­ 
al popular vote than their can­ 
didates for the House. One rea­ 
son was that until recent 
elections, the GO P let most of 
the Southern congressional dis­ 
tricts go to the Democrats by 
default. Even this year, 33 
Democrats in 108 districts in 
the 11 Southern states had no 
Republican opponents. 


In their net pickup of 13 
seats, however, the G O P gained 
seven Southern seats to add to 
the 27 they had won in 1970. 
Nixon was the first Republican 


candidate to carry all II South­ 
ern states. He helped Republi­ 
cans win the governorship and 
a U.S. Senate seat in North 
Carolina. 


If his margin helped some 
House candidates to victory, 
the net result was negative in 
senatorial and gubernatorial 
contests. 


The Democrats posted a net 
gain of one governor and two 
Senate seats. Prominent Repub­ 
lican losers were such senior 
incumbents as Sens. Margaret 
Chase Smith of Maine, Gordon 
Allott of Colorado and Jack 
Miller of Iowa.

The suggestion came as au­ 
thorities -and hundreds of for­ 
eign relief workers—grappled 
with increasing problems of 
health, housing and feeding of 
residents who survived the pow- 
erful earthquake which shat­ 
tered Managua late Saturday. 
Official sources said many 
inhabitants refused to leave 
their ruined homes, some of 
them because they did not want 
to leave the places where kins­ 
men died when the earthquake 
tore Managua apart. 
This, they said, inspired the 
Venezuelan suggestion to drive 
survivors out of the city. 
It remained impossible to de­ 
termine how many persons died 
when the earthquake struck, 
but estimates ranged between 
] .000 and 10,000. 
U.S. Ambassador Turner B. 
Shelton said he "knew” at least 
2,0(H) persons died. 
The toll of injured ran into 
the thousands and many of the 
seriously hurt were flown to 
other Lai in American countries 
for treatment. A huge interna­ 
tional relief operation was 
launched, with funds and ex­ 
perts arriving from around the 
world. U.S. aircraft flew in tons 
of emergency supplies. 
\rmy troops carried out 
mass burials, but many bodies 
remained buried under tons of 
debris, some of it piled 15 feet 
high in streets. The stench of 
death was so powerful it drove 
some rescuers back choking. 
A man who piloted bombers 
in Europe during World War II 
said the devastation reminded 
him of war-destroyed cities. 
Gutted buildings jutted into the 
air and smouldering wreckage 
littered plazas and parks. 
“ Many of the people won’t 
leave,” said Dr. Camilio Vigil, 
a Managua physician and mem-

“ The United States bears 
grave responsibility for sense­ 


less brutalities with relation to 
the Vietnamese people who en­ 
joy the sympathy and support 
of all peace-loving forces. 
“ The U S S R government 
expects that the armed actions 
against the Democratic Repub­ 
lic of (North) Vietnam will be 
immediately terminated and 
that the agreement to cease fire 
and to restore peace in Vietnam 
will be signed.” 
During last week’s raids the 
U.S. Command gave few details 
of the bombing and the reports 
of vast destruction to Hanoi and 
Haiphong came only from Com­ 
munist news agencies or from 
diplomats in Hanoi. Hanoi Ra­ 
dio reported hundreds of per­ 
sons killed and thousands made 
homeless in the raids. 
"U.S. air crews resumed op­ 
erations over North Vietnam at 


1300 hours (midnight EST Mon­ 
day) today after a 36-hour holi­ 
day standdown," the command 
said. 
"There are no new limita­ 
tions on U.S. aircraft since the 
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bombing resumed,” a spokes­ 
man said, but declined to say 
whether this meant U.S. war­ 
planes had resumed raids over 
Hanoi and Haiphong. 
U.S. pilots halted their all-out 
bombing of the North Christ­ 
mas day. The bomb halt fol­ 
lowed seven days of the heavi­ 
est raids in the history of the 
Indochina war and included B52 


missions over the Hanoi-Hai­ 
phong area for the first time. 
The North Vietnamese said 
the big Stratoforts laid down 
carpets of bombs on civilian 
areas in the capital and in other 
cities and towns.

I-J Special Report 
SACRAMENTO - A unique 
experimental 
Marin 
program 
for children who are deaf or 
severely hard of hearing will 
resume in February under a 
bill 
signed 
into law by the 
governor. 


The measure, AB 210 by As­ 
semblyman William T. Bagley, 
R-San R afael, continues the 
program through July, 1975, at 
an annual state cost of $17,260. 


The program, the only one in 
California, was funded for sev­ 
eral years by the federal gov­ 
ernment, but federal money ran 
out 
in August — forcing a 
cutback in the program. Chil­ 
dren between 18 and 36 months 
of age were picked up by a 
state program, but those be­ 
tween six and 18 months were 
left with only minimal service 
because of the lapse of the 
federal 
program. 
They have 
been 
receiving donated time 
from the special teachers in the 
program. 


Bagley originally hoped to 
win passage of his bill before 
the federal money ran out, but 
the bill was bottled up for seven 
months because of a logjam in 
the Senate Finance Committee. 


The county schools office will 
resume the full program in the 
new semester beginning in Feb­ 
ruary. according to Acting 
Asst. Supt. Edward Brennan.

the immediate radius of the 
school and found businesses re­ 
lating to pets — a pet store, a 
veterinary clinic, a stable, a 
kennels, and a dog grooming 
parlor.” 
The children visited the busi­ 
nesses, she said, and quizzed 
employes and owners on their 
work, and their earnings. Then 
they did “pet m ath” (using 
what they’d learned from cash 
registers and professional bill­ 
ing) and “pet” writing. 
Potential careers are organ­ 
ized in “clusters”. . .according 
to the U.S. Office of Education 
the entire world of work is 
included in these fifteen clus­ 
ters: business and office, m ar­ 
keting and distribution, commu­ 
n i c a t i o n s 
a n d 
m e d i a , 
construction, m anufacturing, 
transportation, agri-business 
and natural resources, marine 
science, environmental control, 
public services, health, hospi­ 
tality and recreation, personal 
services, fine arts and humani­ 
ties, consumer and homemak- 
ing-related. 


A 14-year-old, ideally, would 
be heading to one specific clus­ 
ter, if not one particular job. 
“ We want to train not for 
specifics, but for transferable 
skills,” explained Mrs. Horan. 
She cited the current glut of 
space technology engineers and 
teachers as an example of too- 
specific training. 
Nevertheless, under the ca­ 
reer education model for kin­ 
dergarten through 12th grade 
and junior college prepared by 
the Marin County Industry Edu- 


cation Council, a high school 
senior should possess ‘‘mastery 
of skills basic to chosen career 
cluster, or develop skills relat­ 
ed to a specific job.” 
And by the end of the second 
year at college, the student 
should have mastered proficien­ 
cy of the chosen career’’ as 
established by certification, li­ 
censed and/or required stan­ 
dards.”

TELECARE 


Caring For Others 
Through Daily Calls 


By MARY LEYDECKER 


At one end of the telephone 
line is a patient in .a Santa 
Venetia rest home — at the 
other is someone who lives 
alone and who is old or ill or 
both. 


The call is a daily affair, 
whether it happens to be a 
weekday, Sunday, Christmas or 
whatever. The reassuring little 
- ritual is called Telecare and 
there’s a benefit for the people 
at either end of the line. 


For Fred Zimbeck, who start­ 
ed the service from his wheel­ 
chair at the Rafael Convales­ 
cent H ospital, it’s “ feeling 
needed — feeling like you’re 
doing something for someone.” 


For those at the other end of 
the line, the call may be simply 
a daily reassurance that some- 
~one cares about his welfare or 
it may, in some cases, mean 
the difference between life and 
death. 


It all started about a year ago 
when two social workers, Lou 
Norton and Elizabeth Moody, 
who had learned about such a 
program at an East Bay hospi­ 
tal, persuaded Zimbeck to start 
Telecare in Marin. 


“ I was snookered into it." 
Zimbeck said with a smile. 
Zimbeck, a healthy, active 
printer until he was injured in a 
fall some years ago, soon had 
the service underway with 
some assistance from the coun­ 
ty Department of Public Social 
Services, who provide cards 
and forms, and the convales­ 
cent home, which provides a 
phone and advertising. 


Telecare is a very simple 
operation but a very personal 
one as run by Zimbeck and his 
chief assistant, a bright-eyed 
cheerful woman named Gladys 
Burke. 


Each m orning at specified 
times, the pair calls everyone 
who is currently on the Tele­ 
care list, except those who have 
phoned e arlier to say they 
won’t be home. 


Once a man, convalescing at 
home from double pneumonia, 
apparently got to feeling better 
and took off for Reno without 
notifying Telecare. “ By the 
time he got back, everybody 
and his brother was looking for 
him,” Zimbeck said. The man 
now phones days ahead when 
he plans to be out at calling 
time.)

The call consists of a brief 
chat, inquiries about health and 
some general conversation, a 
phone 
v isit 
betw een 
two 
friends, which is what the peo­ 
ple at both ends of the phone 
soon become. 
“ You can tell from their 
voices if they’re trying to be 
evasive,” Zimbeck said. 
Mrs. Burke added, “One man 
didn’t sound right so I went 
over everybody’s head and 
phoned his neice in Hayward. 
The man had had a stroke, and 
was taken to the hospital.” 
Another time Zimbeck kept a 
woman who was threatening to 
commit suicide talking on the 
phone for half an hour until 
help he had summoned could 
arrive at her house. 
Zimbeck, too, has called doc­ 
tors of cardiac patients when he 
was worried about them and 
twice the patients have been 
rushed to the hospital. 
Among the “ clients” of Tele­ 
care, Mrs. Burke said, is a 
former nurse at the rest home 
who lives alone and is ill now. 
Mrs. Burke, who lived at the 
rest home for several years, 
until a few months ago, is now 
a resident of a nearby boarding 
home. She was moved when 
Medical officials decided she 
didn't need the “level of care” 
available at the rest home, but 
she is driven to and from the 
rest home each day so she can 
continue with Telecare. 
“ We’re going to train this one 
here, too,” Zimbeck said, ges­ 
turing to another patient, Gene­ 
vieve Murphy, a registered 
nurse now confined to a wheel­ 
chair. 
Mrs. Murphy started in by 
calling her own mother, who 
recently came to Marin to live 
alone in an apartment. Soon 
Zimbeck hopes Mrs. Murphy 
will be a regular addition to the 
Telecare staff. 
If the Telecare callers get no 
answer on a call, (“I always let 
it ring a long tim e,” 
Mrs. 
Burke added), they immediate­ 
ly call one of two persons 
named by the client, either 
neighbors, friends or relatives, 
who can go check. 
With their service now run­ 
ning 
sm oothly 
and 
giving 
“ more individualized attention” 
that a larger operation, Zim­ 
beck is ready for more clients. 
Those who live alone and who 
would like to be called or know 
someone who would, may con­ 
tact the volunteer office at the 
Department of Public Social 
Services at the Marin Civic 
Center, who will pass the 
names along to Telecare.

WASHINGTON (UPD -.Some 
attribute it to weariness after a 
long political year. Whatever 
the reason, no one seems to be 
putting up much of a fight for 
leadership posts in Congress 
this year. 


Except for some vacancies 
stemming from death and de­ 
feat, the 93d Congress appears 
likely to open with about the 
same leaders as last year. 


In the House, the only an­ 
nounced challenger for the job 
of Speaker Carl Albert of Okla­ 
homa is Rep.

Sen. Robert C. Byrd of West 
Virginia seemed certain to be 
re-elected as Mansfield’s assist­ 
ant. 
Senate GOP L eader Hugh 
Scott, who twice has fended off 
challenges from T ennessee’s 
Howard II Baker Jr., may now 
be unopposed This time Baker 
gives no indication of running 
Republican Whip Robert P. 
Griffin of Michigan seem s 
equally entrenched. 
So far, Sen. John G. Tower of 
Texas and Sen. Robert Taft Jr.. 
of Ohio have announced as can 


didates for chairman of the 
GOP Policy Committee. The 
job becomes vacant by the elec 
tion defeat of Colorado’s Gor­ 
don Allott.

DETROIT (UPI) - A Unitec 
Auto Workers vice president 
bas a plan for cutting dowr 
assembly line boredom which 
he says could become a big 
bargaining issue when contract 
talks open up with Ford Motor 
Co. in July. 
Ken Hannon, director of the 
I AVV's Ford department, says 
the plan will “ take more time 
out of the work year without 
crimping production." 
It would give each hourly 
employe more paid time off the 
job by banking credit hours on 
a percentage of hours he works 
in a year. A worker could take 
off a week when he has banked 
40 hours. 
In effect, the plan would cut 
the work week to .'is hours over 
a year's time 
It is the first 
indication 
the 
UAW 
has 
dropped intentions to negotiate 
tor a four-da> work week dur­ 
ing contract talks. 
ft would, Hannon concedes, 
cost the industry money. 
But fie said it might also, in 


t h e end. prove less costly to the 
auto industry by reducing ab­ 


senteeism. and improving qual- 
it\ by cutting down tedium. It 
would also generate new jobs — 
possibly 100 new jobs in each 
assembly plant if negotiators 
agree on a maximum banking 
of 100 hours per year. 
Bannon proposed in the plan 
the belief that product quality 
would improve with more fre­ 
quent breaks, allowing em­ 
ployes to return to their jobs 
refreshed. 
But the industry may shun 
the plan as a costly one, with no 
immediate proof it will reduce 
absenteeism and improve quali­ 
ty. 
Sidney McKenna. Ford indus­ 
trial relations staff director, 
sees little evidence that a cut in 
working time would increase 
worker satisfaction. 
Richard C. Gerstenberg, Gen­ 
eral Motors Corp. board chair­ 
man. recently admonished any 
proposal to shorten the work 
week in any fashion. He said 
any such plan would involve 
extra cost which would inevita­ 
bly be made up in higher auto­ 
mobile costs.

“ This almost makes up for 
the years of separation.” said 
Michael Ritter, who was visit­ 
ing his daughter and her family 
in East Berlin. “ The last 
Christmases were sad for me. ” 
Ritter carried a wash-and- 
wear >hirt as a present for his 
son-in-law and pantv hose for 
his daughter. Both were wel­ 
come gifts in East Germany 
although it has the highest stan­ 
dard of living of any country in 
the Soviet bloc. 
Chocolate, coffee, citrus 
fruits, canned fruit, raisins, 
fresh vegetables and some tex­ 
tiles also are expensive or 
scarce. But there was a plenti­ 
ful supply of turkey, geese, 
fowl, milk, eggs, butter, bread 
and other staples. 


Russia To Cut

ernment announced a series of 
tax cuts for factory and office 
today and said they were in­ 
tended to increase the wellbe­ 
ing of all Russians. 
The news agency Tass said 
the presidium of the Supreme 
Soviet issued a decree exempt­ 
ing office and factory' earnings 
of up to $85 monthly from 
taxation and reducing by an 
average of about one-third 
earnings up o $109.80.

NEW YORK — In the years 
ahead the term "m an in white” 
may take on a new meaning 
because the number of men 
registering for nursing schools 
is increasing. 


Opportunities for male nurses 
are exceptional, according to 
the National League for Nurs­ 
ing. Male nurses are in demand 
for emergency areas of hospi­ 
tals, in psychiatric units help­ 
ing emotionally ill patients and 
in the armed forces, where they 
usually serve as commissioned 
officers.

SAN FRANCISCO - There 
are no short cut methods to 
getting thin, according to the 
California Medical Association. 
The only way to successful 
weight reduction is to learn new 
eating habits. If you eat fewer 
calories and burn more calories 
by exercise, you end up with 
less excess fat and more and 
better muscle tissue. 


The 
association 
issues a 
warning against products and 
weight loss methods claiming to 
take off unwanted pounds of 
inches in a m atter of days or 
sometimes even minutes. 
Plastic or vinyl pants, sweat­ 
suits and belts all have one 
thing in common, they cause 
sweating. The loss of w ater will 
decrease weight but as soon as 
the suit is removed and fluid 
intake resumed, the weight re­ 
turns. Plastic, applied to the 
body as with a belt, causes 
p erspiration and te m p o rarily 
com presses the fatty tissue. 
The effect is not lasting. 


THE WRAPPING method is 
currently in vogue for those 
who want to have unwanted 
inches decreased in a salon 
atmosphere. It consists of hav­ 
ing the body tightly wrapped, 
mummy fashion, in strips of 
warm, damp cloth. The result 
is temporary, perhaps lasting 
24 hours. 
There are 
several 
popular 
diets built around the increased 
intake of water. In essence it is 
a trick to decrease the amount 
of food intake. The appetite 
decreases naturally from the 
full feeling from drinking wa­ 
ter. The water-type diet regi­ 
men often includes eating only 
high protein food, avoiding all 
carbohydrates. Under these cir­ 
cumstances the body gets some 
id its caloric requirement from 
the protein in the diet but must 
get the rest of the calories it 
needs from its fat stores. Hence 
the body actually uses a high 
fat as ell as a high protein 
mixture. When prolonged, this 
can lead to acidosis, a harmful 
condition in which organic ac­ 
ids form within the body m ak­ 
ing the person feel light headed 
and not sharp mentally. 
A drinking m a n ’s diet counts 
carbohydrates instead of calor­ 
ies. The great pitfall to allowing 
alcohol on a diet is that alcohol 
releases the inhibitions so that 
the will to diet is lost. 
Most diet pills contain am ­ 
phetamines which are central 
nervous system stim u la to rs 
causing nervousness, irritabili­ 
ty. clouded judgment, imparied 
mental and physical perform­ 
ance. They are only temporary 
measures since after a few 
weeks they no longer decrease 
the appetite. This type of medi­ 
cation is often habit forming 
causing severe depression after 
withdrawal. 
Diuretics, which cause water 
loss from frequent urination, 
are not intended for successful 
weight reduction. Any weight 
loss due to gettingrid of excess 
fluid is regained when fluid is 
taken again. They deplete the 
body of sodium and potassium, 
both of which are vital for life 
support. 
Doctors maintain that the on­ 
ly sure and safe method for 
losing weight is a change in 
eating habits and a reduction of 
food intake. A diet should be a 
normal 
mixture of food but 
reduced in quantity.

BRUSSELS (UPI) -As Bri­ 
tish Prime Minister Edward 
Heath entered Brussels' Eg- 
mont Palace last January to 
sign Britain’s entry into the 
European Common Market, a 
31-year-old woman with a per­ 
sonal grudge against his gov­ 
ernment hit him with a bottle of 
ink. 


In a sense, this note of tar­ 
nished triumph lasted through­ 
out the year and appeared like­ 
ly to extend well into 1973, 


On Jan. 1. the treaty which 
Heath signed last January 
comes into effect and Britain— 
along with Denmark and Ire­ 
land—will join the Common 
Market, raising a six-nation 
community to a nine-nation 
power. Yet Norwegian voters 
took some shine off this event 
by voting, in a referendum, to 
reject Norway's treaty of entry. 
In October, the leaders of the 
nine nations gathered at the 
summit in Paris, but agreed on 
little new except to form a 
“ European Union” by 1980—a 
•'union ' that was left deliber­ 
ately vague and possibly mean­ 
ingless. 
The expansion lrom six to 
tune nations made the Common 
Market, even more than before, 
the world's leading trading enti­ 
ty, with fully 40 per cent of 
world trade. But this show of 
muscle has brought the market 
increasingly into conflict with 
the United States—to the extent 
that transatlantic relations are 
expected to be Europe's top 
priority in 1973. 
Just as serious, this power 
left most Europeans manifestly 
bored. Sicco L. Mansholt, the 
outspoken Dutchman who was 
Common Market president for 
the last eight months of 1972, 
accused the bloc of ignoring 
“ real problems'" and. by so 
dojng, alienating the 253 million 
persons within its borders. 
Many critics focused on Eu­ 
rope’s high rate of inflation and 
the market’s failure to combat 
it. 
The six original members of 
the 
Common 
Market 
are 
France, West Germany, Italy, 
Belgium, the Netherlands and 
Luxembourg. With the arrival 
of Britain, Denmark and Ire­ 
land, the market will embrace 
every major economy in West­ 
ern Europe, will rank second 
only to America in gross nation­ 
al product and through its 
trade, will have perhaps an 


unmatched impact on the 
world. 
This economic power is likely 
to increase. A key reason is 
that, in contrast to the still 
unformed dream of political un­ 
ion. the drive toward economic 
union is well advanced. 
In March, 1972. the Common 
Market nations, for the second 
time, set off on the road toward 
“ economic and monetary un­ 
ion" by 1981 by narrowing the 
bands within which the ex­ 
change rates of their currencies 
may fluctuate. What this means 
is that, day in and day out, the 
values of these currencies are 
more closely tied to each other 
than they used to be. 
Eventually, the plan is to tie 
them so tightly that they cannot 
fluctuate at all. From that posi­ 
tion of unity, it will be a small 
step to a single European cur­ 
rency. 
Once before, in 1971, the Com­ 
mon Market took this decision. 
It came unstuck shortly after 
when West Germany broke bloc 
discipline by revaluing its 
mark. The second try, in 
March, tottered when Britain 
floated its pound and the U.S. 
dollar came under new pres­ 
sures. But the market nations, 
in a dramatic meeting in Lux­ 
embourg, stood firm and the 
experiment survived. 
Braced by this success, the 
market spread its wings—and 
collided with the Americans. 
Last July 22. the Market 
signed free trade agreements 
with five members of the Euro- 


pean Free Trade Association 
(EFTA), to protect these na­ 
tions' trade when the market, 
expanded. Finland is expected 
to sign a similar agreement 
soon and Norway, since its re­ 
jection of membership, also 
wants one. 
This means that, by 1977, 
these seven nations and the 
nine market members will form 
a 16-nation free trade area. The 
goods of these 16 nations will 
circulate without tariffs within 
this area, but goods from the 
outside will face tariffs of vary­ 
ing heights. 
The United States, smelling 
competition, made its displea- 


sure known but took no action. 
But when the market tried to 
extend this free-trade concept 
to 16 nations around the Medi­ 
terranean Sea, Washington 
erupted. 


In a series of verbal votes, 
Washington said that there is a 
big difference between EFTA 
nations like Sweden and Medi­ 
terranean nations like Syria, 
that the free trade area would 
undercut U.S. markets, and 
that Europe, in the guise of 
helping developing countries, 
was building an empire.

His rough draft calls for each 
Santa Venetia homeonwer to 
chip in between $1.75 and $2.75 
per month depending on the 
value of his home, to pay off a 
20-year bond issue at 5.5 per 
cent interest in m uch the sam e 
way L ucas V alley re sid e n ts 
purchased the 285-acre Nunes 
Ranch earlier this year. 
For the owner of a $40,000 
home, he said, that would m ean 
about $2.58 per month toward 
the estim ated purchase price of 
about $450,000. There are 1.212 
dwellings in the Santa Venetia 
area east of Highway 101. 
‘T m hopeful the county (open 
space district) can help out, 
since the Civic Center is a part 
af the Santa Venetia neighbor­ 
hood.” Roum iguiere added. 
The 407 acres being studied 
for acquisition are in six sepa­ 
rate parcels 
with a m arket 
value of about $442.000, accord­ 
ing to the county assessor’s 
office. 
One of the parcels, a 257-acre 
site behind Tem ple Rodef Sho- 
lom on North San Pedro Road, 
is proposed already for a 1,100- 
unit townhouse development by 
landowners Jack and Ron Fier- 
man of Philadelphia. 
Prelim inary draw ings for the 
project have been subm itted to 
the county planning departm ent 
by Sausalito architect Eugene 
Wedell and show five cluter 
villages nestled in the hillsides 
— most out of view of Santa 
Venetia. 
The d evelopm ent proposal, 
which its backers refer to as 


“ n en v iro n m en ta l d ev elo p ­ 
m ent." is bogged down aw ait­ 
ing an environm ental im pact 
study and straightening out of 
problem s over its waste w ater 
recycling plan. 
R oum iguiere said he had 
heard of the developm ent pro­ 
posal but quickly added his 
open space idea had not been 
prom pted solely by that. 
"T think we have to look at 
open space and recreational 
lands nearer existing com m uni­ 
ties.” he said. “ With the move 
to keep housing in the eastern 
u rb an iz ed c o rrid o r we need 
m ore local recreation. 
“ The countywide plan propos­ 
es this area be left in open 
space, I just want to see if 
Santa Venetia residents w ant to 
pursue the idea.”

G reen’s federal service, both 
m ilitary and civilian covers a 
38-year span, all at; Hamilton 
except for four years in Santa 
Rosa. 


The 55-year-old Green is the 
first and only assistant post­ 
m aster to serve at the base and 
will be the last since his job will 
be phased out after his retire­ 
m ent. 
Green, a native of Sacram en­ 
to. arrived a t Ham ilton Field in 
August. 1935, after graduation 
from Napa High School, a 19- 
year-old recruit entering the 
Arm y Air Corps. 
“ Yes, I can still rem em ber 
quite clearly the first day I 
spent at H am ilton,” Green said. 
“ A Lt. Col. Tinker w as com ­ 
m ander then. They put me to 
work in the m essage center 
which was then in today’s head­ 
quarters building. 
I 
used to 
take orders for stam ps, PX 
articles and money orders, and 
then m ake a 45-minute drive 
from San Rafael to drop the 
mail and pick up their item s.” 
“ 1 worked there as a service­ 
m an until 1940 — then I becam e 
a civilian sub-clerk for the post­ 
al service, wmrking inthe sam e 
building at the sam e job for 42 
cents an hour,” Green said. 
When World War II started. 
Green took m ilitary leave from 
the postal service and was as­ 
signed to run the Arm y mail 
service office in Santa Rosa. 
He returned to Hamilton in 
1946 and has served there since.

Prisons Closing 


As Crime Increases 


“Susanville might be the only 
city in California that wants a 
prison in its backyard, but we 
know that we are not the only 
community that wonders about 
the system that permits crimi­ 
nals to roam the streets while 
its prisons stand empty.” 
That 
sta te m e n t 
by 
Dick 
Myers, publisher of the Lassen 
Advocate at Susanville, result­ 
ed from the sudden announce­ 
ment early this month that the 
minimum security state prison 
at Susanville will close bv April 
1. 
S u s a n v ille r e s i d e n t s a r e 
alarmed over the closing. The 
prison opened in 1963. In less 
than a decade, it has become 
an important economic factor 
tor the little town (population 
6,553). which was in the dol­ 
drums because of decline of the 
lumber business that provided 
its main support. The prison’s 
S3,8 million annual payroll 
looms big in such a place! 


THE CLOSING, however, in­ 
volves more than the economy 
of Susanville, as p u blisher 
Myers statement indicates. 
it is part — along with the 
phasing out 
of San Quentin 
Prison here — of a state pro­ 
gram of putting criminals on 
probation instead of behind 
bars. 
There are now only about 
1,300 prisoners in San Quentin, 
whereas a decade ago there 
were about 5.000. There are 
only 700 in Susanville, where 
there were 1,200 shortly after it 
opened in 1963. 
In the meantime, California 
crime rates have skyrocketed. 
Roscoe \ntrim. president of 
the California Correctional Offi­ 
cers Association, puts it this 
wav ; 


“ What the public must be 
made aware of is that the 
declining prison population is 
not indicative of a correspond­ 
ing decrease in crime, but in­ 
stead it is a shift of responsibil­ 
ity 
from 
the 
state to local 
government.” 


IT WORKS very simply: 
If a convicted felon is put on 
probation, the s tate u n d e r­ 
writes the cost. In Marin Coun­ 
ty. this state probation subsidy 
is budgeted 
at $118,248 this 
yea r. 
The state does this because it 
is cheaper to underwrite proba­ 
tion 
than 
to put a man in 
prison. 
This program was started in 
1965. Some counties — Marin 
among them — refused for 
several years to go along with 
it. but nearly all are now par­ 
ticipating, lured by the chance 
to get state funds for their 
probation departments.

He m ay not 
have heard of Parkinson’s Law. but he 
knew

freasun inevitably lead to higher taxes. 
Better, he said, to throw the money to 
¡he four winds than to perm it it to be 
used ?o initiate new continuing program s. 


SO HATFIELD devised what cam e to 
be known as the Christm as Tree bill. 
( nder its term s the bulk of the surpluses 
were to be gathered up and distributed to 
local governments for public works pro 
grams 
It was a complete giveaway. It was a 
sailor on a spree 
The cities and counties loved it. 
W arren hated it. He vetoed the bill. 
Hatfield, cheered on by local govern 
ment. promptlv overrode the veto 
Governor Reagan may not be right m 
handing the money back to the taxpayers 
rather than using it for some one-time- 
only expenditure. But his determ ination 
fo get rid of it before someone uses it to 
burden the taxpayers forever with some 
new program is consistent with his policy 
of holding governm ent costs down.

Countywide Plan 
Democratically Drawn 


WASHINGTON — “ Out on the lawn 
there arose such a clatter that I sprang 
from my bed to see what was the m atter 
. . 
No, it was not old St. Nick and his 
tiny reindeer. It was a fleet of snowmo­ 
biles destroying the silence of the night 
with their shrieking and whining. 
That is happening in snow country all 
over America. Quiet and privacy are 
being shattered by sport snowmobilers 
who have little or no respect for property 
rights. In New England they bring in 
their vehicles from Boston and other 
cities and ro ar through the countryside. 
With growing criticism of these easy 
riders that takes into account the dangers 
in hidden barriers, 
the snowmobilers 
have now found a champion. With a 
starting grant from Ford Motor Co. of 
$60.000, a public relations drive with the 
catchy title "The Outdoor Nation,” is out 
to promote the use not only of snowmo­ 
biles but dune buggies, motorized trail 
bikes, and a new gadget called an “ all- 
terrain vehicle." They are a branch of 
the motorization of all Am ericans with 
perhaps five million already equipped 
with powered vehicles capable of roaring 
through any wilderness. 


A SEN A TE in te rio r su b co m m ittee, 
headed by Sen. Alan Bible, D-Nev., held 
hearings into off-the-road vehicles and 
what they m eant for conservation. As 
Bible put it. once-remote scenic wonders 
are only as isolated as the capacity of the 
gas tank and m an’s desire to get there. A 
witness was Asst. Sec. of interior H arri­ 
son Loesch. who described how the Cali­ 
fornia desert and other lands under the 
care of Interior's Bureau of Land Man­ 
agem ent were being chewed up with an 
irreplaceable loss and the threat of ero­ 
sion and drifting sands. 
He testified that at that time, more 
than a year ago, on lands m anaged by 
the bureau there were one million m otor­ 
cycles in use, 700,000 pickup trucks, more 
than 600,000 four-wheel drive vehicles, 
80,000 snowmobiles, 
and about 50,000 
dune buggies. The total im pact of this 
motorized cavalcade on once-secluded 
places out of the American heritage stuns 
the imagination. 


Last February, President Nixon called 
attention to the dam age done to federal 
lands by off-the-road vehicles. He issued 
an executive order calling for a unified 
policy as to where such vehicles should 
be perm itted. 


THIS RAISES the question of the Nixon 
adm inistration’s attitude on conservation. 
In picking a young, inexperienced White 
House assistant to be director of the 
National 
Park Service, the 
President 
broke a long tradition of appointm ents 
from the career service. The new' park 
service director, Ronald H. Walker, a 
form er salesm an in California, spent It) 
months in Interior as an assistant to the 
then-secretary, W alter J. Hickel, who 
was subsequently fired by the President. 
W alker moved over to the White House to’ 
take charge of advance arrangem ents for 
presidential travel. 


The Sierra Club found the appointment 
“ profoundly disturbing.” Thefear of Sier­ 
ra and other conservationist organiza 
tions was that politics would intrude 
increasingly on a service that has had 
exceptionally high career standards. 


The 
motorized 
invasion of the far 
corners of the land is part of the conser­ 
vation p ictu re. 
The co n v e rsatio n ist 
groups have expressed the hope that the 
Outdoor Nation will serve a constructive 
purpose in setting rules and regulations 
for the use of vehicles that can go where 
hitherto only the hiker and the dedicated 
nature lover have been rewarded with a 
sense of solitude and lonely grandeur. 


There is a place for the snowmobile. 
For those who live in rem ote areas, often 
snowbound, it is an escape hatch. There 
may even be a place for the dune buggy, 
but as one who has found pleasure and 
solace in tram ping quiet beaches, I doubt 
it. That threatened beaches can be dam ­ 
a g e d is a fact of life on overcrowded 
sh o res. N oise, ex h au st pollution, the 
breaking of the spell of the moon on the 
new fallen snow — all this is inherent in 
the drive to get in there fastest with the 
least effort.

A m erica's most acute 
waste disposal 
problem is rural and 
agricultural. It s how to get rid of anim al 
w astes — or, to use the farm ers’ word for 
it. m anure. 
A griculture D epartm ent scientists cal­ 
cu la te A m erican fa rm s and feedlots 
produce more than one billion cubic 
yards of m anure annually. 
Io give you som e idea how' large a 
quantity this is. Dr. Chester E. Evans of 
fhe A gricultural Research Office says 
that if all this were divided up equally, 
there would be enough for every family 
in A m erica to fill an average-sized living 
room to a depth of five feet. 
OBVIOUSLY, THAT’S no solution. But 
som ething has to be done, because flu* 
situation is growing more serious e v e n 
year. 
Years ago, when most livestock was 
raised on fam ily farm s, each farm er had 
a m anageable amount of m anure to cope 
with. He usually put it to good use as 
fertilizer for his crops.

lrom a single cattle feedlot could produce 
enough m ethane gas to supply a city of 
30,000 people. 
A nation which has a mounting surplus 
of m anure and an acute shortage of 
energy may not need to deliberate long 
about 
the wisdom of converting the 
form er into the latter.

The Wedding 
Of Truman 
Is Recalled 


Tuesday, December 26, 1972 
Jnftrprnftrtit-flm irnal, 19 
Former President Felt 
Unworthy Of Top Medal 


INDEPENDENCE, Mo. (UPI) 
—When former President Har­ 
ry S Truman married his child­ 
hood sweotheart Bess Wallace, 
he helped gather the flowers 
used to decorate the little Epis­ 
copal church where the ceremo­ 
ny took place June 28, 1919. 


Truman's sister Mary Jane 
Truman recalled, “ Harry and I 
went out in a huge field of 
daisies and gathered armloads 
of the flowers and carried them 
to the church. Some of the girls 
got hollyhocks.” 
Truman's sister remembered 
her brother's wedding day was 
a difficult one for her and her 
mother, who used to boast that 
“ Harry can plow the straightest 
farrow- of com in Missouri.” 
It wras harvest time on the 
Truman family farm near 
Grandview, some 30 miles from 
Independence, and ‘‘Mother 
and I had to cook dinner for 12 
farm hands, clean up the kitch­ 
en and get to the wedding way 
up 
in 
Independence by 4 
o'clock.” 
To foil any tricks by Tru­ 
man's friends, Miss Truman 
traded cars with her brother for 
the trip to the church, and “ I 
was weeks getting the rice out 
of mv car,” she remembered. 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Former President Harry S Tru­ 
man, who said often while 
presenting the Congressional 
Medal of Honor that he would 
rather have it than be presi­ 
dent, stopped an attempt by the 
House last year to give him the 
award. 


Truman said the medal was 
for combat bravery and to 
change the requirements would 
detract from the medal's true 
significance. 


His comments were in a let­ 
ter to Rep. William J. Randall, 
P Mo., w'ho represents the dis­ 
trict that includes Truman's 
home of Independence. Randall 
read the former president’s let­ 


ter to the House May 6, 1971, 
two days before Truman’s 87th 
birthday. 
"I do not consider that I have 
done anything which should be 
the reason of any award, con­ 
gressional or otherwise,” the 
letter said. 
“ This does not mean I do not 
appreciate what you and others 
have done, because I do appre­ 
ciate the kind things that have 
been said and the proposal to 
have the award offered to me," 
Truman said. “ Therefore. I 
close by saying, Thanks, but I 
will not accept a Congressional 
Medal of Honor.” ’

Two Stabbed 
In Incident 


At Soledad 


SOLEDAD (AP) - Two Sole­ 
dad Prison inmates have been 
stabbed to death and two others 
wounded in an incident a prison 
official sa y s involved rival 
Mexican groups. 


Guards found the bleeding 
bodies in two central facility 
housing units Monday, said 
George Baker, Soledad infor­ 
mation officer. 


“This apoeared to be a con­ 
tinuation of a struggle between 
two rival Mexican factions, the 
New Familia and the Mexican 
Mafia.” Baker said in a state­ 
ment. "It appears to be that 
members of both factions were 
hurt in the incident.” 


He said tension between the 
two Mexican-American prison­ 
er groups had been building in 
recent months, Baker said the 
nature of the incident was not 
known, but several crudely 
made blade-type weapons have 
been 
found. 
The 
M onterey 
County district attorney’s office 
is investigating. 
Baker identified the dead 
men as Frank Villalobos, 24. of 
San Joaquin County, who had 
been at 
Soledad since May, 
1972, serving a term for at­ 
tempted escape from a state 
prison; and Pablo Najera, 28, 
also at San Joaquin County, at 
Soledad since May, 1971, on a 
first-degree robbery conviction. 
The wounded prisoners, Joe 
Garcia, 30, and Arthur Chavez, 
33, were in satisfactory condi­ 
tion at the prison hospital, Bak­ 
er said. 
He said another incident in­ 
volving the rival prison-based 
gangs occurred last week at the 
state prison in Chino.

A loss is a loss, most ot them the kind that can be 
foi gotten quickly, with maybe a day or two of 
thought. But the kind of losses San Francisco and 
Oakland suffered? Those players will be remem- 
beiing the circumstances through the entire sum­ 
mer. 
The Raiders’ loss was on a fluke plav when 
Steeler Franco Harris caught a batted down pass 
and ran 60 yards for a touchdown with five 
seconds left in the game. Result: Raiders lose. 13- 
Some watched in horror on television. I was 
depending on the radio, listening to Bill King 
describe it all while I sat in my car in the parking 
lot at Candlestick Park before the start of the 49er 
game with Dallas. I thought that would be the only 
stunning shocker of the day. How wrong I was. 


THE 49ERS were beaten in a game they 
“ couldn t 
lose. They were in front of the Cow­ 
boys, 28-16, with only one minute and 53 seconds 
left. Seven plays and one on-sides kick later the 
49ers were beaten, 30-28. 
By then many fans were already in their cars, 
having left the stadium early thinking of certain 
victory for the 49ers. The fans who remained sat 
there stunned by the quick turnaround. 
The 49er dressing room was like a mortuary. A 
feeling of shock and disappointment hung heavily 
in the air as reporters searched their minds to 
find questions for players who didn't feel much 
like answering. 


LONG AFTER the first questions were being 
asked, veteran tackle Charlie Krueger sat there 
on a chair in tront of his cubicle, still wearing his 
football pants. There was still some tape to pull 
off his massive hands. 
1 his is a good team, it's a hell of a good 
team ,” he said looking around at the slowly 
emptying room. “ We went through tough spots ail 
year. Maybe this loss helped us become a better 
team. We 11 be a really good team next year.” 
W ill Charlie, a 35-year-old 14-vear veteran be 
part of that 1973 team? 
“If I am at the weight limit coach (Dick) Nolan 
sets lor me I will be at training camp next year,” 
said Krueger. “ If I’m not at that weight he 
wouldn t let me through the training camp gate. 
Dick Nolan 
is a fine, fair coach. He has to be to 
have an old guy like me around.” 


THEN KRUEGER looked over at offensive 
guard Woody Peoples who was quietly dressing 
four feet away. “ You guys should go over and 
congratulate Woody for making all-pro.

NEW YORK - Wall Street is 
gripped in an earnings squeeze 
once again, hardly two years 
after it emerged from one of 
the most crisis-filled periods in 
its history. 


Profits are disappearing at 
brokerage houses because of 
sharply rising costs, the advent 
of negotiated sales charges on 
large transactions, and general­ 
ly slow trading volume in the 
stock market. 


The situation is especially 
disturbing to leaders of the 
securities industry because the 
factors causing the falling prof­ 


its are largely beyond the in- 
dustry s control. No paperwork 
jam-up in the Street's own back 
offices is to blame this time. 
Because of the same infla­ 
tion, prevalent elsewhere in 
uau„ 
American industry, the costs of 
declined, 
skilled labor, of communica­ 
tions lines, of processing equip­ 
ment. and even the rent have 
moved up sharply. 
At the same time, the indus­ 
try s i evenue base has been 
shrinking. The unfixing of com­ 
mission charges on the portion 
of transactions above $300,000 
in value has resulted in sharply 
lower commission income on 
those trades. 
Volume throughout the secur­ 
ities markets has simultaneous­ 


ly shrunk. As a consequence, 
Wall Street on the one hand is

Nixon Victory 
Short Of Mark 


WASHINGTON (U PI)~ Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s landslide reelec­ 
tion victory—now officially tab­ 
ulated—falls short of the most 
one-sided presidential election 
in U.S. history. 


Official vote canvasses from 
the 50 states and the District of 
Columbia showed Monday that 
Nixon did not quite break form­ 
er President Lyndon R. John­ 
son’s 1964 record of 61.6 per 
cent of the total popular vote. 
Nixon’s percentage was 60.9, 
just .1 higher than Franklin D. 
Roosevelt’s landslide in 1936. 
In numbers of votes, howev­ 
er, the tally showed that Nixon 
won the 1972 election with a 
record-breaking 47,186,390 
votes, nearly 4 million more 
than Johnson’s 43.129,484 in 
1964, the previous popular vote 
record. 
Sen. George S, McGovern got 
29,169,585 votes, 18,016,805 less 
than Nixon. His percentage of 
the total popular vote was 37.7. 
Rep. John Schmitz, the Amer­ 
ican party candidate, ran third 
with 912,022 votes, 1.1 per cent 
of the total. Seven other candi­ 
dates, led by Dr. Benjamin 
Spoek of the Peoples’ party, got 
a total of 216,532 votes, or .3 per 
cent of the total.

cated that the GOP would have 
won less than 170 House seats if 
its congressional candidates 
had not extra help like the 
Nixon landslide over Democrat 
George S. McGovern. 


When the October unemploy­ 
ment rate was 5.5 per cent in 
the 1958 election year, with no 
presidential vote, Republicans 
won only 154 House .seats In 
the three-way presidential con­ 
test of 1968, they won 192 seats, 
the same as this year, with an 
unemployment rate of 3.6 per 
cent. 


The Foley yardstick pre­ 
sumes a shortage of confidence 


in a Republican Congress to 
deal with economic issues and 
indicates that the GOP needs 
an unemployment rate of about 
two per cent to win a majority 
of the House. The rate was at 
that figure when the party last 
won control of the House in 1952 
with Dwight D. Eisenhower at 
the top of the ticket. 


It is too early for a calcula­ 
tion by Republican statisticians 
of the party’s percentage of the 
vote for House candidates com­ 
pared to Nixon’s figure of close 
to 61 per cent of the presiden­ 
tial vote. 


With rare exceptions in this 


century, Republican presiden­ 
tial nominees have polled a 
higher percentage of the nation­ 
al popular vote than their can­ 
didates for the House. One rea­ 
son was that until recent 
elections, the GOP let most of 
the Southern congressional dis­ 
tricts go to the Democrats by 
default. Even this year, 33 
Democrats in 108 districts in 
the 11 Southern states had no 
Republican opponents. 


In their net pickup of 13 
seats, however, the GOP gained 
seven »Southern seats to add to 
the 27 they had won in 1970. 
Nixon was the first Republican 


candidate to carry all 11 South­ 
ern states. He helped Republi­ 
cans win the governorship and 
a U.S. Senate seat in North 
Carolina. 


If his margin helped some 
House candidates to victory, 
the net result was negative in 
senatorial and gubernatorial 
contests. 


The Democrats posted a net 
gain of one governor and two 
»Senate seats. Prominent Repub­ 
lican losers were such senior 
incumbents as Sens. Margaret 
Chase Smith of Maine, Gordon 
Allott of Colorado and Jack 
Miller of Iowa.
